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Money expected 
to pose problem 
for preservation

Backers of the proposed Des Plaines 


prairie preservation have learned there 
may be substantial cost to complete the 
project, but are optimistic that the work 
could be accomplished. 


Officiate from the Des Plaines Bicen- 


tennial Commission, the city and the 
park district and a number of interested 
citizens met Wednesday with R. B. Tay- 
lor of the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. to discuss the preservation of a 25- 
acre tract just south of the Northwest 
Highway S-curve near the Wieboldt's 
Distribution Center. 


Taylor voiced a number of concerns 


about potential accident liability and ac- 
cess to the area, which is surrounded by 
railroad right-of-way. 


While stating the chances of the rail- 


road approving plans to preserve the 
prairie could be as great as "1,000 to l," 
Taylor said he believes the arrangement 
could be made to save a major portion of 
the property if sufficient safeguards are 
observed. 


DAVE WOLF, chairman of the bicen- 


tennial Commission, said Thursday he 
was quite optimistic about the possibility 
of making the project a reality. 


"I think the people who are committed 


to this project have a clearer under- 
standing of what needs to be done," Wolf 
added, He said a number of persons who 


reside near the prairie site and are inter- 
ested in the preservation of the land said 
the meeting with Taylor was the most 
ever accomplished with the project in 
many years. 


Des Plaines Park District officials said 


it will cost as much as $14,000 to install 
an eight-foot fence around the property, 


The group also discussed the con- 


struction of a footbridge over the rail- 
road tracks as a means of providing ac- 
cess to the property. It was estimated 
that the bridge could cost at least 
$10,000. 


Taylor said if the access and liabilities 


could be worked out the railroad could 
consider either leasing or selling the 
property outright to some local agency 
such as the park district. 


HOWEVER, HE ADDED that the rail- 


road could not sell the property for $1 an 
acre because of financial commitments 
North Western has with various banks. 
Taylor would not estimate what the land 
might cost. 


Wolf agreed that discussion of the total 


costs or methods of financing are still 
some time off because of other details 
which must be satisfield. 


Proponents of the project are hoping to 


enlist the support of area scjiool officials. 
It has been proposed that the prairie 
would be used primarily for outdoor edu- 
cation classes on supervised field trips.

O'Hare plant 
court ruling 
due in June 


City officials are expecting a ruling 


from the Illinois Supreme Court late next 
month on a lawsuit seeking to enforce its 
zoning and building ordinances over the 
construction of the O'Hare Water Treat- 
ment Plant in Des Plaines. 


Des Plaines Corporation Counsel Rob- 


ert DiLeonardi presented the city's argu- 
ment to the high court Wednesday in 
Springfield. The city has been fighting 
construction of the plant since 1966. 


He said Thursday that the city could 


expect to receive the Supreme Court de- 
cision either late next month or in early 
July. The proposed Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District plant will be located at 
Elmhurst Road and Oakton Street. 


THE CITY IS SEEKING to have the 


Supreme Court uphold a ruling by the 
Illinois Appellate Court granting Des 
Plaines a full trial of its contention that 
the home rule authority granted by the 
1970 
Illinois Constitution gives 
Des 


Plaines the right to enforce its ordinance 
over the MSD project. 


The city lost an earlier case in 1972, 


but reinstituted court action after tht 
home provisions became law. A Cook 
County Circuit Court judge ruled that the 
issues in the case had not been changed 
substantially and refused to grant a new 
trial, but the appellate court overturned 
that decision last year. 


DiLeonardi said the Supreme Court;; 


justices asked "penetrating questions" o_' 
both the city and the MSD regarding the*, 
plans for the facility. However, he would 
not speculate as to what the final out- 
come of the case might be. 


DiLeonardi said the court noted a re- 


cent decision involving Rockford and 
Winnebago County over the right to use 
land in the county as a landfill for re- 
fuse. In that dispute, the court ruled the 
landfill could be used, but all require- 
ments of the Illinois and U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agencies must be 
met. 


WHILE THE Supreme Court decision 


plays an important role in the road to- 
ward creation of the plant, some city of- 
ficials have noted there are a number of 
other conditions the MSD must meet be- 
fore the plant is actually constructed. 
" 


According to Aid. Richard Ward (8th) 


who has been one of the leaders in the 
fight to have the city set some standards 
for the facility, the MSD must obtain ap- 
proval of no less than seven state and 
federal agencies in order to qualify for 
government grants for the design and 
construction of the plant. 


Ward and other city officials believe 


the city might have an opportunity to en- 
force local controls and ordinances under 
the regulations of the U.S. and Illinois 
EPA. Both groups state that local envi- 
ronmental standards must be met before' 
funds can be approved for the project. '. 


Most of the objections have come from 


persons who live near the site of the pro- 
posed plant who contend the facility 
could pose a health hazard to their near- 
by residential areas. 


THE MSD APPLIED last year for 


funds to study the feasibility of building 
a portion of the plant underground, but 
city officials said the entire facility 
should be built below ground if it cannot 
be relocated away from the adjacent 
homes. 


The city council is considering several 


ordinances setting down guidelines for 
the construction of sewage treatment 
plants and some officials have indicated 
there may be more stringent ordinances 
proposed in the near future. Among the 
restrictions set down in the ordinances is 
a requirement that all portions of any 
sewage treatment facility must be cov- 
ered and that all emissions from the 
plant be purified before being released 
into the atmosphere.

Money hey in preservation 


Cost of a proposed prairie preservation project in the Des 


Plalnes Park District may be substantial, but bicentennial 
commission backers of the plan were optimistic about com- 
pletion after a meeting Wednesday. The project would pre- 
serve 25 acres south of the Northwest Highway S-curve near 
the Wieboldt's Distribution Center. An eight-foot fence around 
the land could cost $14,000 and a footbridge to the property 
could cost $10,000, park officials estimated. An official of the 
Chicago and North Western Ry., which owns the property, 
said if access and liability for injury are worked out, the 
railroad will consider selling or leasing the land.

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No progress yet 
in negotiations on 
trucker strike 


Negotiators remain deadlocked in an 


attempt to end a 6-day-old strike of ce- 
ment truckdrivers despite 4% hours of 
bargaining yesterday officated by federal 
mediators. 


Drivers are seeking a $375 per hour 


salary Increase over the next three 
years, while their employers, the Illinois 
Ready Mix Materials Assn., are offering 
$1.50 more per hour. Neither side budged 
from their positions yesterday in a meet- 
ing at the Oak Brook Hyatt House Hotel. 
No further talks have been slated. 


The strikers, represented by seven 


Teamsters locals, number about 3,000 
drivers. Their action has jeopardized 
"very close to $100 million a day" in con- 
struction in Cook, DuPage, Kane, Kend- 
all, Lake, McHenry and W1I counties, ac- 
cording to the Chicago Association of 
Commerce and Industry. 


WHILE THE TRUCK drivers' strike 


continued, toll collectors on Illinois' three 
tollway systems returned to work yester- 
day with a new three-year contract. They 
replaced supervisory and administrative 
personnel who took their place for nine 
days. 


A spokesman for Local 73 of the Gener- 


al Service Employes Union said the new 
three-year pact provides for a 23-cent-an- 
hour raise, retroactive to the first of the 
year, with another 6-cent raise July 1. 
The toll collectors agreed to a 29-cent- 
an-hour raise for each of the second and 
third years of the contract. 


The contract they accepted was the 


same one they rejected before the walk- 
out began. Officials attribute the agree- 
ment at these terms on a split in serti- 
meirt on (be part of the toil collectors, 
many of whom did not follow their repre- 
sentatives when they went on strike.

people of Illinois."

Search off for 1,100 Ml As 


The search for 1,100 still-missing Americans lost during the 


Indo-China war came to a halt Thursday when North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong representatives walked out of a meet- 
ing on the subject with the United States and South Vietnam. 
The halt brings to an end all formal contact between the four 
parties. 


Trade 'code' agreement reached 


Attempts to forestall a trade war between the leading na- 


tions of the non-Communist world has led to a "code of good 
behavior" agreement. Members of the Organization for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Development reached the agreement 
in Paris Thursday. The "code of behavior" now applies to 
most of the industrialized nations of the West and pledges 
each nation to avoid injurious trade measures.

members of the largely Arab Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries met to discuss inflation caused oil prra 
increases and a way to share in the windfall profits of West- 
ern oil companies.

Chicago schools 'misclassify minorities' 
The Chicago school system has misclassified more than 


5,000 minority group students as retarded because of cultur- 
al differences, according to the Illinois Advisory Committee 
to the U.S. Commission on Civil Rights. A report from the 
committee said the students are put in special education 
classes for slow students "because of the insensitivity of Chi- 
cago schools to minority languages and cultures." 


Stations low on gas 


Only 14 per cent of the gas stations in Chicago and suburbs 


will be open this Sunday, about half as many as were open 
last Sunday, says the Chicago Motor Club. The club attributed 
the station closings to decreasing gas supplies at the end of 
the month and increased gas sales over the Memorial Day 
holidays.

Trading was moderate Thursday but stock prices re- 


bounded from Wednesday's sharp decline to post a gain on 
the New York Stock Exchange. The Dow Jones Industrial 
average, which fell 18.93 to a six-month low Wednesday, re- 
covered 8.21 to 803.58 in a rally which began around 2 p.m. 
The advance was not broad and the trading was com- 
paratively light, totaling 13,580,000 shares, compared to 
12,300,000 Wednesday. Prices declined in moderate trading on 
the American Stock Exchange. The average Amex share de- 
clined 2 cents.

ist and never looked back in climbing to 
foreign minister and, in 1969, prime min- 
ister of Israel. 


Now she was introducing for approval 


a Golan Heights disengagement pact that 
was yet another piece in the puzzle of a 
Middle East peace she thought she'd nev- 
er see. 
, The past 63 months in office done had 
brought an all out war and guerrilla at- 
tacks ranging in scope from the Lod air- 
port massacre to the bloodbath two 
weeks ago at Maalot. 


Her voice was slow'but firm. She never 


looked up from the text, ignoring eight 
noisy demonstrators who sprang up with 
shouts 'and signs that she had sold the 
nation out. 
. 


Silence gripped the house. The nation 


listened over transistor radios. It was the 
last they would see or hear from her as 
their leader. 


Her hair was in the usual bun and she 


was wearing her blue dress with the 


white collar. No makeup. 


For 20 minutes she spoke nonstop of 


the October war, of the problems of set- 
tling the score with the Arabs, of bring- 
ing home the prisoners, of the monumen- 
tal work of Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 


"I'm happy to leave my post," she 


said. 


Then she was finished. She scooped up 


her papers and walked down the steps to 


her chair at the Head of the horseshoe- 
shaped cabinet table. Another cigarette. 


Knesset Speaker Israel Yeshayahu said 


there would be official thanks for her lat- 
er. She smiled and shrugged. It wasn't 
necessary. 


Next week Golda Meir retires to a 


country kibbutz (collective farm) where 
she will put in four hours a day at such 
chores as washing dishes or ironing 
clothes. 


Kissinger heads home, big mission over

Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


headed home to Washington Thursday af- 
ter the successful conclusion of his latest 
and toughest diplomatic mission, winning 
agreement from Israel and Syria to stop 
fighting on the Golan Heights and pull 
back their armies. 


The historic agreement win be signed 


in Geneva Friday by military delegations 
from the two countries. It provides for 
an immediate cease-fire on the Golan 
Heights front where Israeli and Syrian 
forces exchanged artillery fire for the 
. 80th consecutive day Thursday. 


A 'senior American official with the 


Kissinger party said the United States 


would provide high altitude surveillance 
to assure that all the provisions were 
being carried out just as it does in the 
case of the Israeli-Egyptian 
dis- 


engagement accord. 


Kissinger stopped off in Cairo to brief 


President Anwar Sadat, one of his chief 
allies in bringing about the agreement 
between Damascus and Jerusalem. 


An extraordinary congress of the rul- 


ing Syrian Baath party Thursday unani- 
mously approved the military agreement 
with Israel, 'and the Israeli parliament 
followed suit soon afterward. 


Israeli and Syrian generals arrived in 


Geneva Thursday afternoon for the sign- 
ing ceremony scheduled for 5 a.m. CDT 


Friday in the Council Chamber of the 
Palace, of Nations, the U.N. European 
headquarters. 
Ambassador Ellsworth 


Bunker of the U.S. and Vladimir Vi- 
nogradov of the Soviet Union, co-chair- 
men of the Middle East peace conference 
which is in recess, were to act as official 
observers. 


Meanwhile, at U.N. headquarters in 


New York, Soviet and Chinese objections 
prevented quick action on a U.S. resolu- 
tion authorizing a U.N. force to buffer 
the disengagement of Syrian and Israeli 
forces. Opponents insisted the new buffer 
force could not be created until the dis- 
engagement agreement was actually 
signed by Israel and Syria. 


House subpoena, 
warning to Nixon

The House Judiciary Committee Thurs- 


day subpoenaed 45 more White House 
tapes and sent word to President Nixon 
that his refusal to comply with pre- 
viously subpoenaed Watergate material 
might be grounds for impeachment. 


The committee voted 37 to 1 to send its 


fourth subpoena to Nixon after voting 28 
to 10 to send him a strongly worded let- 
ter rebuking him for not complying with 
the other three. 


The latest subpoena demands that the 


White House produce for the committee's 
impeachment inquiry by 10 a.m. EDT 
June 10 more taped conversations be- 
tween Nixon and his top aides regarding 
"Watergate and aftermath." 


The conversations took place on 20 dif- 


ferent days 'between Nov. 15, 1972 and 
June 4, 1973, nearly all of that period 
within the time covered by the com- 
mittee in its eight days of closed hear- 
ings to receive Watergate evidence. 


Rep. Edward Hutchison, R-Micfa., cast 


the lone vote against issuing a fourth 
subpoena. 


The letter suggesting there might be 


grounds for impeachment in Nixon's re- 
fusal to comply with the subpoenas was 
approved after an hour-long debate dur- 
ing which the committee shortened and 


slightly softened some of the language of 
the original draft written by the im- 
peachment inquiry staff and introduced 
by U. S. Rep. Walter Flowers, D-Fla. 


Nixon's chief Watergate lawyer told re- 


porters Thursday that the committee 
should not draw an "adverse inference" 
because of the President's refusal to an- 
swer its subpoenas on the basis that it 
violated executive privilege. Claims of 
privilege are not the basis for such infer- 
ences, he said, unless they were made in 
bad faith which is not the case in this 
instance. 


James D. St. Clair also said he would 


not object if the committee made public 
the entire record of its proceedings in- 
cluding tapes of presidential conversa- 
tions. 


Meanwhile, U.S. District Judge John J. 


Sirica refused to pass along four White 
House Watergate tapes to the 'House 
Judiciary Committee, saying if impeach- 
ment investigators want them they will 
have to seek them directly from the 
President. 


Sirica,said he was powerless to grant a 


committee request to be permitted to 
hear full recordings of .four Presidential 
conversations originally subpoenaed for 
the Watergate grand jury and now in the 
court's possession. 


THE HOUSE JUDICIARY committee 
made a significant move in its skir- 
mishing with President Nixon Thurs- 
day, drafting a letter to Nixon telling 
him his refusal to honor the com- 
mittee's subpoenas might itself be 


grounds for impeachment. Chairman 
Peter Rodino, D-N.J. (left), and Rep. 
Robert McClory, R-lll., reviewed its 
contents for 
newsmen. The 


mittee then .subpoenaed 45 
White House tapes.

President holding line on evidence

President Nixon continued to hold the 


hard line Thursday on releasing any 
more White House material sought in 
various scandal investigations. 


In separate developments: ' 
• Nixon — through his lawyer James 


St. Clair — made it clear he will continue 
to withhold subpoenaed evidence he judg- 
es vital to the national security, even if it 


means that criminal charges will be dis- 
missed against two of his former top 
aides. At issue are documents sought by 
attorneys for John D. Ehriichman and 
Charles W. Colson, two of the five de- 
fendants to go on trial June 17 on 
charges of conspiracy in the break-in at 
the office of Daniel Ellsberg's psy- 
chiatrist in11971. 


Their claim is that the evidence would 


prove they acted in the name of national 
security, but St. Clair told U.S. District 
Judge Gerhard Gesell that while Nixon 
does not want the indictments dismissed, 
he will make the final decision on what 
will be turned over. 


• Nixon asked the Supreme Court to 


avoid a "rush judgment" and let his dis- 
pute with Watergate prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski over subpoenaed tapes take its 
"orderly course" through the lower 
courts. Jaworski, blocked- in his bid for 
64 presidential tape recordings, asked 
the .court to waive the normal appellate 
process and rule directly on the dispute 
so it would be settled in time for the 
Sept. 9 trial of seven former White House 


and campaign aides on Watergate cov- 
erup charges. 


• Citing executive privilege, Nixon 


endorsed, the refusal of former Com- 
merce Secretary Maurice Stans to re- 
lease subpoenaed evidence to a grand 
jury investigating alleged bribery and 
conspiracy in Nixon's campaign fund« 
raising. Nixon signed a formal claim of 
executive privilege saying it would be 
"inconsistent with the public interest" to 
turn over the material because it includ- 
ed discussions of "personnel selections 
and nominations." U.S. District Judge 
George Hart now must role on the claim, 
having already said some of the items 
should go to the grand jury.

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Supplies hard to come by in some cases 
Inflation, shortages hurting schools

Last June High School Dist. 214 con- 


tracted with Spinney Run Farms to buy 4 
million half-pints of white and chocolate 
milk tor the school year for slightly more 
than 6 cents each. 


Shortly after school began last Septem- 


ber, Wat. 214 got Its first indication that 
economic conditions, including shortages 
and rapid inflation, was going to affect 
the way it and other school districts 
could do business in the future. 


Spinney Run, faced with the same 


forces that have driven milk prices in 
the supermarket up by 18 cents a half- 
gallon-during the past year, asked the 
district if it cottld increase its price. 


THE DISTRICT refused to grant the 


price increase and held the milk com- 
pany to its contract. However, in order 
to give the dairy some financial help, the 
schools began paying cash for the milk 
at the same time it was delivered. 


"This year we definitely plan to have 


an escalator clause when we bid milk." 
Jack Brooks, Dist, 214 purchasing agent, 
says. "I have drawn up a clause to in- 
clude in our bid specifications and I sent 
a copy to Spinney Run for their com- 
ment, I got back a very short note saying 
they didn't intend to get involved with 
school business again. I'm sure they've 
been losing money on every delivery 
they've made to us.1' 


The escalator clause, which allows a 


supplier to raise prices as his costs in- 
crease, is one way some school districts 
are coping with inflation. 


The problem with the escalator clause, 


as Arlington Heights DIM, 25 Business 
Mgr, Dan Sttftoletto says, is that It 
makes it "very difficult" to choose the 
lowest bid. "A guy can be low today and 
then raise his prices so we lose money," 
Soffoletto says. "It makes it hard." 


RISING PRICES is one part of the 


problem facing schools as they buy sup-

plies for the coming year. The other 
problem is shortage - and this year, 
Brooks says, it looks like the larger dis- 
tricts are at a disadvantage on scarce 
items. 


"On some things our size seems to 


work against us," Brooks says. "A lot of 
suppliers can't guarantee our supply." 


Smaller districts with warehouses to 


store large quantities of supplies may be 
in better shape than Dist. 214 and other 
districts .without warehouses. 


Jean Meister, business manager of 


River Trails Dist. 26, says she has run 
into little trouble so far with supplies, 
but explains that suppliers can give her 
firm prices because "we have a ware- 
house and can take delivery on a year's 
supply at one time." 


At Mount Prospect Dist. 57, Business 


Mgr, 
J. C. Buseohart found a way 


around a shortage of ditto fluid by pur- 
stead of gallon cans. He is now storing 
chasing 55-gallon drums of the fluid in- 
three drums in his warehouse and "we've 
give us a can before they can get ditto 
notified the schools that they have to 
fluid," he says. 


PAPER IS ONE ITEM that all dis- 


tricts, both large and small, are worried 
about, The nationwide paper shortage 
has resulted in paper companies dis- 
continuing production of inexpensive 
school-grade paper. As a result, school 
officials must buy more expensive bond 
paper to fill their needs — when that pa- 
per is available. 


Dist. 214 recently received bids for its 


paper needs, Brooks says, and "we'got 
one complete bid and two partial bids. 
We used to get 10 or 12 bidders without 
any trouble." The lowest price, Brooks 
says, is about twice what the schools 
paid last year. 


Brooks is now considering whether to 


turn down the bids and try to buy small- 
er quantities of paper throughout the 
year on the open market. "We may be 
able to get it cheaper that way," he says, 
"but it's a gamble." 


Toilet paper is also harder to get. Like 


fuel oil, Brooks says, suppliers have allo- 
cations of the product and, as a result, 
Dist. 214 is stuck with the same supplier 
it had last year regardless of price. 
"They are the only company that has our 
allocation," he says.

ity, Brooks and other business managers 
agree there are other factors which 
make it less attractive for suppliers to 
sell to schools during periods of high con- 
sumer demand. 


Because of laws 'requiring competitive 


bidding, Brooks says, "It takes us' longer 
than a normal company to buy some- 
thing" and when demand is high from all 
sources, many businesses don't want to 
bother with bidding procedures. 


In addition, he says, "schools are 


known to be slow-paying" because of the 
legal steps they must go through to pay 
bills. As interest rates on money rise, "it 
becomes less and less worthwhile for 
businesses to sell to us and have to wait 
to get paid," Brooks says. 


Suffoletto says he has taken steps at 


Dist. 25 to speed up payment of bills to 
encourage suppliers. In addition, he 
says, Dist. 25 has sometimes offered to 
pay shipping costs on supplies to elimi- 
nate the profit margin businesses tack 
onto the shipping overhead. 


ONE PROBLEM that Brooks says he 


can foresee if present conditions become 
long-term problems is that "the bidding 
system will be undermined." Eventually, 
he says, schools may face the problem of 
collusion among bidders and even higher 
prices as suppliers take advantage of the 
Shortage. 


He says, however, that he has seen no 


evidence of this problem developing yet. 
"I think most people still believe this is a 
temporary thing and they dont want to 
burn any bridges behind them, but if this 
lasts for a while we might find ourselves 
with suppliers saying, "This is the price, 
take it or leave it,' " he says.

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Prospects for profitable year bright 
Arlington Park set to begin 84-day season Monday 


Arlington Park Race Track opens its 


84-day season Monday with track offi- 
cials riding high hopes for one of the 
most successful summers in five years, 


Their outlook la buoyed by three 


months of choice racing dates, full 
stables and a 7 to 10 per cent increase in 
betting and attendance at Sportsman's 
Park, which opened Chicago's thorough- 
bred racing circuit this spring. 


Improvements have been made to the 


track's backstretch stable area. 


During the off-season, all barns and 


dormitories, including the new fireproof 
concrete barns, were painted white with 
green trim. Now, full-grown fir and 
maple trees were planted during the win- 


ter. Comfort stations for stable area em- 
ployes were renovated and several new 
facilities are under construction. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS environmental 


health officer Daniel Tarry has made 
two recent inspections of the back- 
stretch, in accord with a housing agree- 
ment reached this winter between village 
and race track officials. Additional in- 
spections are planned. 


Racing fans may be encouraged by the 


fact that admission prices at Arlington 
Park will remain the same as last year, 
a new electronic tcte board has been 
erected to broadcast race results, and no 
major reconstruction work is planned 
along either the Northwest Tollway or 
111. Rte. S3. 


S e v e r a l promotional events are 


planned during the summer, according to 
Arlington Park spokesman Tom Rivera. 


On the Fourth of July, the track's gras- 


sy infield will be open to picnickers. The 
infield was thrown open to the public for 
the first time last year for the appear- 
ance of Triple Crown winner Secretariat. 


AS A BAKCDROP to this summer's 


racing season, Arlington Park officials 
are expected to present their master 
plan for development of land around the 
oval track. 


The track's five-year-old annexation 


agreement with the Vdllage of Arlington 
Heights expires Oct. 20, and with it the 
special building provisions guaranteed in 
the agreement. 


The Richards Group of Illinois, an Oak 


Brook development firm and a sub- 
sidiary of Arlington Park's parent com- 
pany, Madison Square Garden Corp., has 
been retained to do the development- 
planning. 


A concentration of apartment and con- 


dominium housing is expected in the 
area between the Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel and the race track. 


ADDITIONAL LAND for development 


at 'the 413-acre site will be opened up 
with the demolition of the 19 remaining 
wooden barns at the track. 


Arlington Park's president Jack Loome 


has agreed to replace all the wooden 


structures with larger, fireproof concrete 
stables over the next five years. 


The reconstruction schedule will de- 


pend on the race track's profits, Loome 
said. 


Last November, Loome told the Illinois 


Racing Board, during hearings on 1974 
racing dates, that Arlington Park's net 
profit had dropped from $2.3 million in 
1969, to $357,000 in 1973. 


"For the first time, we seriously ques- 


tion, from a business viewpoint, whether 
we can continue to operate our racing 
facilities," he told the board. 


"Despite these setbacks, we have ev- 


ery intention of operating in 1974. But we 
would emphasize that, along with our re- 
sponsibilities to the state and the racing 


industry, we have responsibilities to our 
stockholders. They deserve a fair return 
on equity, which they did not receive in 
1972 and 1973." 


LOOME'S COMMENTS throw an addi- 


tional spotlight on this summer's racing 
season. 


With a major development plan to be 


unfolded soon, and what would appear to 
be the track's best shot at a good season 
in recent years at hand, more than jock- 
eys will be riding at Arlington Park this 
summer. 


The future of a race track, which for f t 


years has been known numbered among 
the top in the country, also may come 
down to the wire.

LEGAL SERVICES CORP: Conference report to establish a 


Legal Services Corp. to provide free legal services to the 
poor, passed 227-143. 


The measure awaits Senate action It would create a presi- 


dendftlly-appointed board to administer the program, and 
place strong restrictions on the activities of legal service law- 
yers. 


Among the restrictions are: 
• No political activites, including voter-registration drives, 


while on government time. 


• No lobbying of federal, State and local governments, 


except when representing a client. 


• No participation in public school desegregation cases. 
• No representation of women seeking non-therapeutic 


abortions. 


Supporters argued that the measure advances the concept 


of equal protection under the law by granting poor persons 
access to quality lawyers. 


Opponents argued that free legal services to one class of 


citizens discriminate against middle class persons who must 
pay for their lawyers. Other opponents argued that the mea- 
sure's restrictions were too soft on such activities as lobby-

OVERSEAS INVESTMENTS: A bill to continue the Over- 


seas Private Investment Corp., a federal agency that guaran- 
tees insurance to American corporations that invest abroad, 
passed 225-152. 


The bill now goes to conference with the Senate. It would 


extend OIPC's life to December, 1977. 


OPIC provides insurance against war, rebellion and ex- 


propriation in foreign lands. OPIC gets its money from pre- 
miums paid by corporations, although if all corporations pre- 
sently Insured were to lose their investments, the federal 
treasury would be liable for up to $600 million. 


Supporters argued that helping overseas investments helps 


the nation's balance-of-payments posture and spurs economic 
development in poor countries. 


Opponents argued that OPIC encourages multi-national cor- 


porations to build new plants overseas — where labor costs 
are low — instead of building plants at home where jobs are 
needed.

It can also result from 
overloading the heart muscle. Stress 
from high blood pressure and the fatty 
deposits in the arteries to the heart 
muscle are common guilty factors. 


It Is Important to know just what 


causes heart failure In order to treat it 
properly. If the problem is a damaged 
heart valve then In many Instances heart 
surgery with valve replacement is a good 
idea. 


If heart failure is caused by disease in 


the arteries to the heart there is relative- 
ly little that can be offered surgically to 
treat the patient. 


MEDICAL TREATMENT can do a lot 


to help strengthen the heart. Digitalis 
and related medicines are first and most 
important Many people who have had 
heart failure can return to normal living 
patterns by taking these medicines. This, 
h o w e v e r , doesn't mean that you 
shouldn't have surgery if you have a con- 
dition that warrants it. Eventually the 
problems from bad valves can't be man- 
aged by medicines alone, and there often 
comes a time when surgery is needed 
and advisable, provided the patient's 
over-all condition can tolerate it. 


The fast heart rate you have Is com- 


mon In the presence of heart failure, It 
sometimes slows as the problem is cor- 
rected The murmur can be either from 
a bad valve or caused by the dilation of 
the heart from the weakened heart 
muscle. 


I think you ought to find out why you 


have heart failure Ask your doctor if 
you have a valve that should be operated 
upon, or what the problem really is. I'm 
sure you should be on medicine at least 
to help control the problem, and perhaps 
you are. But, you need to know this and 
what the medicines are.

tem will enable the bank to provide fas- 
ter, more accurate handling of accounts 
and all aspects of its banking services. 


Another feature of First National's new 


computer Is its on-line capability. This 
will enable the bank to Install terminals 
at .?ach personal teller's window to speed 
account handling by allowing tellers to 
tal: directly to the computer. 


The system operates under a Master 


Control that enables the computer to run 
as many as 80 different programs con- 
currently, compared to only one program 
for the old system.

a dramatic example of how the training 
department can become a profit center. 
A few years ago the Soo Line, like many 
railroads "hired by the grapevine" and 
promoted in defiance of "the Peter Prin- 
ciple," which says most people sooner or 
later reach a level of competence beyond 
which they cannot advance. The Soo Line 
had no training programs and few col- 
lege graduates in its whole family. 


Within a few years after putting in an 


ICS training program, the Soo Line 
reached the point in 1973 where its reve- 
nues were up 2,000 per cent over a dec- 
ade and it was earning 7.6 per cent on 
capital against a national average for 
railroads and trucking lines of 4.9 per 
cent. Miller hastened to say IOS doesn't 
claim credit for all of this. 


"Manpower is the most expensive com- 


modity for any company if it is mis- 
used," he said. A good training depart- 
ment becomes a profit center because it 
eliminates the need to hire people away 
from competitors at 'premium salaries. A 
corollary of this, Miller said, is that a 
company that cuts its training budget 
when business gets tough is acting like 
the seaman who mistakenly tossed some- 
thing non-floatable to a drowning man in- 
stead of a life-preserver.

At issue in the mustache dispute 


could be department discipline — 
Fire Chief Allen Hulett's ability to 
keep order in the ranks — and that 
issue is older than any of the hairy 
firemen in the Northwest suburbs. 


In past years, the discipline dis- 


pute centered in our public schools, 
where an ongoing controversy 
about what boys and girls should 
wear kept school officials 
pre- 


occupied with enforcement of dress 
codes. 


In later years, those codes were 


declared unconstitutional by the 
courts, and the discipline argu- 
ment of long hair and blue jeans 
has been buried. Behavior today 
is no worse, we believe. 


Firemen and policemen, how- 


ever, are public officials, and they 
must relate to the public on a day- 
to-day basis. If discipline isn't the 
issue, then "public image" could 
be the problem which concerns fire 
officials. 


Let it not be said that The Herald 


is arguing for the slovenly, un- 
kempt look. Far from it. We're just 
as concerned as you are about 
cleanliness and a neat appearance. 


But t h e r e ' s nothing unfa- 


shionable or 
unpleasant 
today 


about a well-trimmed mustache. In 
fact, firemen of past eras have 
worn long mustaches, and although 
today firemen 
often wear face 


masks, we don't find mustaches to 
be either unappealing or a threat 
to a man's fire-fighting duties. 


The entire matter became a non- 


issue early this week, when fire- 
man Rennack came back to work 
and the department agreed to re- 
consider the regulations which ban 
mustaches. This is a sensible step 
by the department — and we don't 
believe it'll have any effect on the 
fire-fighting ability of an excellent 
fire department.

'Not applicable' shields pols

Nothing is tougher than the life of a 


politician. 


The power, the money and the rewards 


of public service can never offset the 
hours of indigestion following political 
dinners, the years wasted in boring gov- 
ernment meetings and the numerous 
telephone calls from irate citizens. 


The pol lives a hard life, often bounc- 


ing between three or four jobs, attempt- 
ing to dodge grand juries and newspaper 
scandals and weighing decisions to gain 
maximum voter support. 


Once, and only once, a year can the pol 


cause discomfort among the press. 
Subtle as it is, that time is now and the 
place is a back room in County Clerk 
Stanley Kusper's fourth-floor 
County 


Building headquarters. 


By following the handwritten signs, re- 


porters annually troop to that backroom 
and begin a ritual of examining ethics 
statements filed by the politicians. The 
search is pure needle-in-a-haystack. 


Rarely do the reporters find anything. 


The ethics statements are as worthless 


as blank paper in 99 out of 100 cases. 


The pol spends about 30 seconds an- 


swering "N/A" (not applicable) to the 
eight ethics questions and signing the 
bottom-back statement that the non-an- 
swers are true. 


The reporter spends hours filling out 


request forms to examine the ethics 
forms Each request requires printing of 
the reporter's name once and signing 
twice, listing of occupation, business ad- 
dress and telephone number and a "rea- 
son" for examining the "economic inter- 
est" statement. 


For the pol with nothing else to do, the 


ethics game must be like fishing along a 
quiet stream. First, the pol tosses out the 
bait - 
another "N/A" ethics form. 


Then, the pol snoozes at stream-side until 
a nibble indicates that someone exam- 
ined his ethics statement. The law re- 
quires that persons who file the form re- 
ceive notification when his or her state- 
ment is examined. 


The ethics law keeps four persons em- 


ployed in Kusper's office. A row of lock- 
ed file cabinets protects the ethics forms.

No- 
where is the pol required to list home or 
business address, income or assets. 


The forms reveal so little that exam- 


ination of more than 100 filed by local

Bruce Biossat's column 


'Leavetaking from an era' 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Bruce Biossat, who 


died Monday at the age of 64, was a na- 
tive Chicagoan as well as the chief corre- 
spondent for the NEA in Washington, 
D.C. Today we print a Biossat column, 
written two years ago, which reflects on 
his life in Chicago. 


by BRUCE BIOSSAT 


CHICAGO — It's the moving season, 


and moving can be a chore. For me, 
helping here to close a family home held 
more than half a century, it is not so 
much a labor as a painful leavetaking 
from an era of warm, bright living. 


The era slips away as books acquired 


in the early 1900s are pulled from the 
shelves, as letters from 1890 are found in 
dresser drawers, as hundreds of photo- 
graphs tumble out of envelopes, as I find 
the ticket stub from my first football 
game ages ago, and my father's grades 
on a scholarship test, and my mother's 
notes about the night we came to this 
house in October, 1919. 


We are tearing all these things from 


their accustomed places, and packing up, 
because my mother died a little while 
ago. She was 89 and had outlived my fa- 
ther by 21 years. 


As we thrust the past into paperboard 


boxes, as we plant shipping labels on 
sofas and chairs and tables we know as 
we do our own faces, what are we leav- 
ing? 


First, a huge brick house with a red- 


tiled roof, a handsome bay window, 
broad, high-ceilinged rooms, a spacious 
yard more richly green by far than when 
we came 53 years ago. 


It is truly a family fortress, a great 


rock unscarred by the battering tides of 
recent times. It is the visible proof that 
we had a stable setting in which to grow 
and get ready for the world. 


I look at a corner of the oak-paneled 


dining room and remember that for 52 
unbroken years enormous Christmas 
trees stood there, loaded down with hun- 
dreds and hundreds of ornaments. 


The tree, lasting sometimes for six 


weeks, was the centerpiece in a long cer- 
emony which was, for us, an annual cele- 
bration of life Relatives, neighbors and 
friends trooped in to gaze at it. 


We in this large family who returned 


year after year to sustain this ceremony

with our fullest energies could be 
charged, I suppose, with trying to re- 
claim the past, with taking refuge in the 
old citadel safe from the chaos of this 
age 


True, perhaps, in a measure. But here 


the past was also the present. We never 
allowed the skein to be broken. We came 
not because it was safe but because life 
here was still warm and good. 


Looking at the long dining room table, 


I can call up memories easily, of my fa- 
ther, a hard-charging lawyer, teasing my 
sisters, of my sensitive mother trying to 
balance half a dozen diets and keep a 
show of order amid the banter and 
laughter. 


Not just at Christmas but at birthdays 


and other special times, that table was a 


festive thing to see — brightened by 
flowers, well-appointed with distinctive 
coffee urns and other table pieces, laden 
with food. 


What went on here at such times was 


not lavish It was just great good fun, 
which few who came ever forgot. 


I'm sitting now in my father's upstairs 


study, where built-in shelves once held 
hundreds of law books. On the floor, 
ready to be moved, are many piles of old 
78 RPM phonograph records — remin- 
ders of the nearly continuous jazz festi- 
vals that enlivened the place in earlier 
times 


This house was not just the family 


rock; it was for long years a gathering 
place for young and old, attracted by its 
warmth, its gaiety, its curious, free-style 
originality. It was a center for songfest 
and talkfest, a place where living never 
was dull 


This stage, where our lives unfolded in 


cheerful competition and zestful celebra- 
tion, will soon be dark. Its era is really 
over now The loss is not just ours, but 
the world's

— that one village official received $500 
gift from a local corporation in 1973. Ex- 
act amount of the gift was not listed. The 
name of the firm was handwritten, near- 
ly illegible and misspelled. 


Attorneys listed their law firms as pro- 


fessional organizations from which $1,200 
or more income was derived, but clients 
were not named. Teachers on municipal 
boards listed their school districts as 
"government employers." 


The newest trend in filing of the forms 


allows pols in hot water to clean pub- 
licly their closet without loss of grace. 
Long-winded politicians who are noto- 
riously short in answering the ethics 
statements are using the forms to sepa- 
rate themselves from questionable busi- 
ness associations — after the fact. 


More than two years ago metropolitan 


newspapers revealed that four county 
board members owned stock in Chicago 
banks that held non-interest county 
funds. 


A state's attorney's investigation found 


that the four were "not prosecutable un- 
der the law." One of the board members, 
Comr. Floyd Fulle, sold his stock before 
t h e Better 
Government 
Assn. in- 


vestigation began Since the probe, the 
three other board members, President 
George Dunne, Comr. John Stroger and 
Charles Bonk, have dutifully listed sale 
of their bank stock on the ethics state- 
ments. 


The ethics form is so specific in its 


questions and so open in its loopholes 
that the devoted politician can list solid 
"not applicables" without effort or imag- 
ination Some pols quietly sit back, play 
the game and collect the examination 
request forms without a whimper. Oth- 
ers call the examining reporter and ask 
if "you found enough" in their informa- 
tionless statements. 


Full disclosure by candidates and offi- 


cer holders may be desirable. But, even 
a more conservative approach might 
be acceptable in a state that heaped 
praise on itself for leading the nation in 
passage of ethics legislation. 


Until the ethics law is reformed, the 


last laugh will be with the small per- 
centage of public office holders who 
use their office for personal gain and file 
yearly "not applicable" statements.

AMATEUR ATHLETICS: Motion to reconsider a previous 


voice vote on which the Senate had passed a bill to establish 
a federal amateur athletics agency, passed 56-29. 


The parliamentary effect of the vote to reconsider was to 


force sponsors of the bill to temporarily shelve the measure, 
rather than risk a defeat on a record vote. 


The bill's intent was to patch up differences between the 


Amateur Athletic Union (AAU) and the National Collegiate 
Athletic Assn.

The bill also would have established a permanent federal

Reese and Dormer point out that in the 


ordinary bridge game West's queen of 
clubs would hold the first trick. He would 
continue the suit whereupon South would 
take his ace and wind up with eight or 
nine tricks, depending on whether or not 
he elected to ruff the third club with 
dummy's six or nine. 


This wouldn't happen in an expert 


gamft. West's queen of clubs would still 
hold that first trick, but West would stop 
for a short period of thought. 


He would decide first that East did not 


hold the ace-king of clubs. With both 
those cards he would win the first trick 
in order to lead a trump, Therefore, 
South was marked with the ace of clubs, 


How about the ace and queen of 


spades? South might have both those 
cards also but it wouldn't be likely. With 
ace-queen, ace and a long suit South 
would almost surely have made some 
more enterprising bid than a mere two 
spades. 


After all that thought West would plunk 


the king of spades on the table at trick 
two and continue the suit.

Whimsy in clay and wood 


She calls it kitchen art 


by KAREN THOMPSON 


They make you jiggle all over with 


laughter. They'i* whimsical little char- 
acters — tall birds in tennis shoes', 
clowns with Clarabelle-style locks and 
frogs with long protruding red tongues — 
an made of clay. 


Jane Anderson is an artist with bound- 


less imagination whose works are univer- 
sally lovable. They pinch the often for- 
gotten bit of childlike imagination in ev- 
erybody. She labels her craft "kids and 
kitchen art, because it's basically juve- 
nile." 


A nature lover, Jane's been heavily in- 


fluenced in her crafts by her growing-up 
years spent on a farm in the south. "I 
make bugs, worms, frogs and turtles, all 
the things that fascinated me as a 
child," she said. 


It all started when Jane traveled with 


her aunt to summer school at the Univer- 
sity of Florida. "She got me started be- 
cause she let me mess and I've been 
piddling around with various art forms 
ever since," Mrs. Anderson sa)d. 


A FORMER commercial artist, Jane 


also excels in oil painting. "But with the 
arrival of our first baby, I put my oils 
away. They're not something you leave 
lying around for a child to get into," she 
said. 


At the same time, Jane was searching 


for decorations for the nursery, finding 
nothing that suited her fancy. She de- 
cided to make them herself and has been 
working with clay and wood ever since. 


"To me it was just a hobby, but it 


mushroomed into a business along the 
way. I do pieces for my friends, other 
people see them and put in orders." 


"I do a bit of everything so it's hard to 


say what my specialty is," said Jane 
pointing to a full wall of trinkets in her 


workroom. "I just sit down and think of 
what I want to do and then make it." 


HER MEDIUM IS a soft white clay 


called Sculpy. After fashioning a desired 
object, she bakes it in the oven for 15 to. 
30 minutes, depending on the thickness, 
at 250 to 300 degrees. It is then left to set 
for about 24 hours so that the moisture 
evaporates; then it is painted with acr- 
ylics. 


"I use no special tools, just an Exacto 


knife, toothpicks, cake decorating tips — 
a variety of amateurish utensils I find 
around the house," said Jane. 


She uses old wood, transported back 


from Georgia and Kentucky and drift- 
wood from Wisconsin- for the back- 
grounds, 


Jane exhibits at craft 'shows through- 


out the area. Her booth is an eyecatcher. 
"I enjoy taking my crafts to art fairs. I 
like to watch the reactions of people as 
they walk by. They crack up. Everyone 
finds something that hits their funny 
bone," she said. 


Where does she get her ideas? From 


her children — "My two boys often run 
up to me and say, 'Mommy, you haven't 
done a Winnie the Pooh yet.' " Or other 
people — "Friends say have you evef 
done . . . or, will you do ... so I try it. 
Sometimes it works out, sometimes it 
doesn't," said Mrs. Anderson, who also 
makes com husk dolls and ecology 
boxes. 


"SOME OF MY BEST pieces I don't do 


anymore. After making a certain object 
a few times, I get tired of it. I hate repe- 
tition," she said. And there's little repeat 
in her work. Her imagination runs ramp- 
ant with new ideas, the most recent of 
which are zany long-legged figures given 
as gag prizes at a ski club banquet. 


"This hobby is a release for me. If the 


kids get on my nerves, I just hole up in 
my workroom and delve into a ball of 
clay," said the mother of Brannen, 5, 
and Steven, 7. 


On the other "hand, her hobby has be- 


come a family pastime. "Sometimes 
when I settle down to work, the kids 
come in, so I just hand them a chunk of 
clay and we all work together," she said. 


Her youngest was proud as a peacock 


about the worm and snake collection that 
he fashioned himself. Even her husband 
gets into the art. He learned the craft 
and taught it to the 'Y' Indian Guides at 
a recent meeting. "I think the fathers 
had as good a time as the boys," said 
Mrs. 


On the side, because "I don't have any- 


thing else to do," Jane said with a 
chuckle, she puts out a newsletter for the 
Four Winds Ski Club and does posters 
for a variety of local clubs. She also 
gives demonstrations at women's club 
meetings in the area. 


"PEOPLE ASK ME, 'Don't you hate to 


give your ideas away?' when I teach at 
clubs. But I feel that everything is origi- 
nal. No two people conceive a figure the 
same way. People don't realize how 
simple this craft is, and I enjoy sharing 
it with others," said Jane. 


In her workroom, painted bright yellow 


and green, is a wall of creations galore. 
It's hard to know where to look first. 
There's Bimbo the elephant with a bird 
nested between his ears. There's a 
mouse on skis. There's a Think Snow 
model — the backend of a skier with his 
head stuck in a snowdrift. And there's 
Jonathan Livingston Seagull, swooping 
down from nowhere. 


They aH reflect a bit of their creator — 


a 'lady with an untainted, boundless 
imagination.

No place left in world for master stone carver 


by TOM TIEDE 
(First in a series) 


When he was a young man in 


Italy, learning his trade, stone 
carver Roger Morigi energetically, 
but oafishly, chipped a lily from an 
unfinished sculpture. Whereupon 
his teacher — "a giant of a man 
with a temper to match" — pointed 
out the error by raging and then 
cuffing the cowering apprentice be- 
hind the neck. 


"That's the way we learned," 


Morigi says today. And learn he 
did. There are perhaps a dozen so- 
phisticated stone carvers in Amer- 
ica today, half of whom have been 
recognized as "masters" of the 
craft, and one of whom — Roger 
Morigi — is generally considered 
the maestro's maestro. It's been 
five decades since he's knocked a 
lily off a piece; even his mistakes 
now are wondrous art. 


Morigi, in bis sixties, is the chief 


carver for Washington's National 
Cathedral. He leads a group of sev- 
en carvers there, plus two lesser 
workmen who are not as advanced, 
and church officials say the Mor- 
igi-Cathedral tieup is fitting. The 
Church, a 65-year-old, $20 million 
gotnic construction which is not yet 


finished, is perhaps the finest 
structure of its kind in the Amer- 
icas. Morigi, equally dated and 
proud, is one of the few men in the 
world skilled enough to meet cath- 
edral building standards. 


ACTUALLY, skill is an in- 


adequate description of Morigi's 
genius. Working with techniques 
that date to Michelangelo, with 
tools that have not changed since 
Nefertiti, Morigi does work that is 
priceless. 


It is so, explains an associate, 


"because he is one of the last of his 
kind." Once the world was cram- 
med with stone carvers, in the 
days when structures were careful 
creations of stone on stone; now 
there' is glass siding, aluminum 
trim and hermetically sealed ster- 
ilization, and Roger Morigi is an 
endangered species. 
"When he 


goes," the associate says, "who 
will we have?" 


There will be a few stone carvers 


left when Morigi stops; no doubt 
there will always be a few around. 
But Morigi is one of the last who 
link today with yesterday. No long- 
er is stone carving passed from 
master to apprentice — "Kids to- 
day don't want to pay the price," 


says Morigi. 


THUS WITH unionization and 


commercialization, not to mention 
laws which prohibit the cuffing of 
students, future carvers will learn 
from books and profit not from ex- 
perience; and the loss will be irre- 
versible. 


So it is that authorities at the Na- 


tional Cathedral (officially the Ca- 
thedral Church of St. Peter and St. 
Paul) look after Morigi and his fel- 
low carvers as any other finite 
treasure. 


Completion of the 301-foot high 


church is at long last expected in 


the early 1980s, and such are the 
construction standards — many ar- 
tistic touches have been done and 
redone repeatedly to pass muster 
— that only masters such as Mo- 
rigi can assure completion. Morigi 
is not paid royally — $10 an hour — 
but his advice and idiosyncrasies 
are courted and favored. 


"WHEN THE BIG fellows ap- 


proach Roger," says a friend, 
"they do so with reverence for a 
true artist." 


Truth to tell, Morigi is not an 


artist in the sense of being imagi- 
native or experimental. He is a tra- 
desman. The romantic artist works 
until he falls to the floor from fa- 
tigue; the unromantic Morigi re- 
members that even during the 
Depression, while working on a 
Philadelphia bank building, "I nev- 
er tried for a dime of overtime. 
Came 4:30 and Roger went home to 
his family." 


Yet though he follows the trades- 


man's work ethic, and though his 
job is not to invent but to copy the 
models of sculptors, he is, at least 
in execution artistically 
facile. 


Chipping away in his small and 
dusty shed, his hands flying and 
his feet moving animatedly around 


his piece, he makes it look easy. 
Easy? He once spent more than 
four years carving 44 angels for 
the Cathedral entrance — "one of 
the most perfect doorways in the 
world" — and he spent a tedious 
month apiece on 14 smallish Sta- 
tions of the Cross plaques that dec- 
orate a New York State Jesuit 
grounds. 


ALSO, MORIGI has the artist's 


sense of detail ("I never touch my 
stone with my hands; it leaves 
oil"), the artist's persistency ("I 
say to the stone: 'Stone, you ain't 
gonna whip me, I'm gonna whip 
you'"), and the artist's complex 
set of personal judgments ("I have 
no favorite work; to me nothing is 
ever really good enough"). 


Whatever he's called, though, 


artist or artisan, Morigi is a dino- 
saur on the earth. A short, stocky, 
bald, ebullient man, he is trapped 
in the bog of modernism, from 
which there is no escape. Not 
many contractors call for gargoyle 
carving anymore; the gargoyles 
and Roger Morigi are of another 
age.

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American pewter more 
valuable than English 


We have a certain ethnocentricity 


about us that makes American antiques 
more desirable than their European or 
British counterparts, and pewter is no 
exception. 


Pewter had been known for centuries 


abroad before we landed at Plymouth 
Rock and started moving the Indians 
over. Yet it was even more popular here 
because it was inexpensive, easy to work 
and a good substitute for silver. The first 
colonists brought their pewter with them, 
or their molds for making it, as early as 
1840. The old methods of molding may be 
seen at Colonial Williamsburg, where one 
may purchase a spoon made exactly as 
it was 200 years ago. 


A piece of American pewter, if it can 


be identified as such, is worth much 
more than its English counterpart, and 
especially with the approach of the bi- 
centennial. American marked pewter is 
rare, for being soft and easily damaged, 
it was frequently melted down and re- 
made, over and over. But if it bears a 
mark, a name impressed on the bottom, 
so much the better, The marks are most 
confusing, but generally both English 
and American pewter have the name or 
initials of the maker, rather than a de- 
vice such as a flower or animal. 


AN UNMARKED piece may be dis- 


tinguished by its shape and function, 
such as the four-quart American cider 
pitcher shown. It is American, circa 1820. 
This piece is from the "coffeepot" era, 
when shapes imitated silver. 


Remember that if your pewter says 


"pewter" on the bottom, it is relatively 
late, probably 20th century. A funny

Simon and Schuster, $8.95 


Bernstein and Woodward are the 


Washington Post reporters who kept dig- 
ging into a "third rate burglary" at the 
Watergate and came up with a Pulitzer 
Prize. 


When it all started, they were obscure. 


Now it's another matter and what they 
possibly can do for an encore is incon- 
ceivable. 


Their book, written in the third person, 


isn't meant to be that encore — it is only 
incidentally the story of Watergate. It is 
very much the tale of how two men, 
barely acquainted and mutually sus- 
picious at die start, learned teamwork to 
the point where their colleagues referred 
to them Jointly as "Woodstein." 


Even more, and here's where the fasci- 


nation lies, it's the story behind the front 
page stories; how sources were devel- 
oped, now hints and clues were con- 
firmed into fact. 


The story was unlike most almost from 


the beginning — before there was a ques- 
tion of it reaching the Oval Office of the 
President. The trouble was that there 
were not quotable, attributable sources. 
The few who would speak were reluctant 
or afraid to go on the record. That made 
it necessary to crosscheck each fact — 
call sources at Justice, the FBI, in the 
Administration, to try out 4he informa- 
tion on them. 


There was Hugh Sloan, former aide to 


H. R. Haldeman, who had quit in dismay 
his post as treasurer of the Committee to 
Re-elect the President. Sloan's code 
forced him into becoming a confirmation 
source for the reporters. 


Most intriguing, there was Deep 


Throat, who worked at the White House 
and would meet Woodward by pre- 
arranged signal at 2 a.m. in an under- 
ground garage. The book doesn't reveal

Deep Throat's identity, which is ethical 
but frustrating. 


Watergate is one of the all-lime great 


newspaper stories and the way it all 
came about is equally compelling.

Alpert and his Tijuana are back 
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Three veteran music performers are 


experiencing new beginnings these days 
and each has an album out as a sort of 
celebration. 


For Herb Alpert, it is a return to 


recording and touring after a five-year 
vacation. For Johnny Rivers, it is a new 
record label and a record cut outside of 
Los Angeles. For Ray Manzarek, it is a 
solo career and the end of the rock group 
The Doors 
, "You Smile — The Song Begins" 
(A&M records) is Alpert and the Tijuana 
Brass's first album of new songs since 
1969 Alpert recently said, "I had a great 
deal of fun doing what I do best — but I 
lost the fun for a while. I needed some 
time to recharge my batteries, so I took 
it." 


THOSE LOADED batteries mean Al- 


pert's horn playing is as fine as it ever 
was while he and the group were selling 
45 million records. (They have five of the 
Top 20 albums early in 1966, a feat un- 
equalled anyone before or since.) In the 
new album though, the musical approach 
isn't as punchy as it was in the past. The 
sound is mellower and a bit more jazzy. 


The group's recent single, "Last Tango 


In Pans." is a highlight, together with 
"Promises, Promises" and "Save the 
Sunlight" (which has Lani Hall helping 
on the vocal). 


"Road" (Atlantic records) is the result 


of Rivers' traveling to Nashville, Tenn., 
and Muscle Shoals, Ala. The album again 
underscores Rivers' talent in selecting 
the right songs and then doing some fine 
vocal interpretations. 


Linda Ronstadt's beautiful voice is 


added to Rivers' strong versions of Mi- 
chael Murphey's "Geronimo's Cadillac" 
and Sonny Curtis' "I Like Your Music." 
He also does well with Jimmy Cliff's reg- 
gae song "Sitting In Limbo." The song is 
fast becoming a classic, as even Three 
Dog Night included it in their last album. 


ONLY ONE OF the 10 songs was pen- 


ned by Rivers and it is "Artists and 
Poets," a tribute to Jim Croce, Gram 
Parsons and Bobby Darin, all of whom 
died recently. Rivers here continues to 
be one of the better male vocalists of the 
day. (Too bad the flying saucer on the 
inside record sleeve is never explained ) 


Manzarek, former keyboard man for 


The Doors, has a strong debut album in 
"Th Golden Scarab" (Mercury records). 
The music is strong almost all the way

thought-provoking and obtuse. 


According to Manzarek, the album, 


which is a song cycle, got its beginnings 
in an acid trip, Sigmund Freud's "Moses 
and Monotheism" and the Italian sun- 
shine.

"THE ALBUM IS about this guy who 


is waiting for the messiah. He's looking 
for someone to show him the way; it's 
about 
his search," Manzarek 
said. 


"Questions of his existence arise. He 
creates false idols ... at the end he finds 
out that he can only do it himself. Take 
life as it is, don't judge it." 


Profound as all that sounds (and sure- 


ly is), the album's success lies in the 
music, an area in which Manzarek is 
skillfully aided by Tony Williams on 
drums, Jerry Scheff on bass and Larry 
Carlton on guitars. Carlton in particuar 
shines. Often the sound is reminiscent 
of The Doors', but it' is a lot more jazzy 
and Manzarek calls on a number of ex- 
otic instruments, especially percussion, 
to create his sounds. Some of these in- 
struments are the kalimba, cowbells, ca-

A liter is slightly more than a quart. 


Specifically, a liter is 0.26 part of a gal- 
lon, barely more than a fourth. One kilo- 
gram equals 2.205 pounds, One pound 
equals 0.4536 kilograms. 


Here are some of the cup measure- 


ments as listed by the Danish Informa- 
tion Service. One cup of flour equals four 
and one-half ounces or 125 grams. One 
cup of sugar equals seven ounces or 200 
grams. One cup of powdered sugar 
equals four and one-half ounces or 125 
grams. One cup of butter equals one-half 
pound or 225 grams. One cup of cocoa 
equals three and one-half ounces or 100 
grams. One cup of chopped almonds 
equals four and one-half ounces or 125 
grams. One cup of rice equals seven 
ounces or 200 grams. Four cups of coco- 
nut flour equals four and one-half ounces 
or 12S grams. One cup of syrup equals 10 
and one-half ounces or 300 grams and 
one cup of liquid equals, two and one- 
quarter deciliters.

Is it possible that the 1954 case of Cora 


Sutherland has now brought about such a 
reform that Mayer is accurate in his 
statement that "any Christian Scientist 
would naturally report" disease? 


• When the 5-year-old daughter of 


Christian Scientist Dorothy Sheridan con- 
tracted pneumonia in 1967 she reported 
it, all right — but not to medical author- 
ities. Mrs. Sheridan reported it to a 
C h r i s t i a n Science practitioner, who 
prayed — while the child died. A Mas- 
sachusetts jury found Mrs. Sheridan guil- 
ty of contributing to the death of her 
child. 


• On Oct. 19, 1972, the Connecticut 


State Department of Health received a 
report that at the Daycroft School, a 
Christiar- Science boarding and day 
school in Greenwich, there was a sus- 
pected outbreak of polio. The Health De- 
partment's Dr. DeWayne Andrews imme- 
diately launched an investigation of the 
report — which, he told this column, was 
not received from the Daycroft School 


authorities, but rather from an M.D. in 
Greenwich. (The first of the polio victims 
became ill on Sept. 29, Andrews sub- 
sequently learned.') 


WHEN TESTS confirmed the report, 


Andrews ordered a quarantine as well as 
mass immunization of the 128 students 
and 35 faculty — a number of whom 
complained that this compromised their 
Christian Science faith. 


Eleven of these youngsters suffered 


varying degrees of paralysis. 


Five of the victims had been sent home 


— thus exposing children in New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts and New York to 
the terrible disease. 


The other polio victims were sent to 


the school infirmary. 


Since some of the boys played football, 


Andrews inquired as to how a compound 
fracture is treated in this Christian Sci- 
ence infirmary. Answer: 


"A compound fracture can be healed 


with 30 minutes of prayer." 


WHEN ANDREWS contacted another 


Christian Science school, Principia in St. 
Louis, in order to discuss the possibility 
of a similar epidemic, he recalls: 


"They wouldn't even discuss the sub- 


ject." 


Neither would the national headquar- 


ters of the Committee On Publications, 
at Christian Science's "Mother Church" 
in Boston, when I telephoned to inquire. 


Meanwhile, the Connecticut State Leg- 


islature still allows exemption from im- 
munization 
to private schools 
with 


"strong religious objection." 


It is fortunate therefore that in the 


Nutmeg State there are no religious fa- 
natics who practice child sacrifice — 
only those who allow their children to be 
paralyzed, rather than inoculated.

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Tiptoe through the tulips with Old Garden Monk 


by DR. BILI, DANIEL 


Don't get spring fex er. 
That's good advice when it comes to 


seeding or overselling your lawn in ear- 
ly spring when the weather is still too 
unpredictable to assure the warm soil 
and consecutive mild days needed for 
maximum seed germination. Reseedlng 
and repair work should be started as 
early as practical, but the key is to be 
practical. Seed (cool season grasses) 
normally germinates during the first ex- 
tended warm spell, which can be the 
middle week of April in the Midwest. 


Ideally, seed placed V^to-ft inch deep 


in the soil has the best survival potential. 
First spread seed in areas needing re- 
pair and then rake lightly. Next spike, 
slice and overseed to make additional 
openings and to press seed into the soil. 


Finally, top-dress spots with soil from 


flower beds or your garden and then 
handwatcr the lawn to help wash seeds 
into the soil. Generally, it is wise to wa- 
ter a newly-seeded lawn daily until the 
grass is an inch high. Keep your lawn 
moist, but don't saturate or flood it be- 
cause too much water can cause seedbed 
erosion and even inhibit germination. 


Fertilizers and grass seed will cost up 


to twice more than last spring, but never 
has more selection been available to do- 
it-yourselfers. Ten new bluegrass vari- 
eties are available at modern garden 
shops. 


The new perennial ryegrasses, in- 


cluding Manhattan and Pennfine, are su- 
perior to older types. If your lawn needs 
a quick Initial cover, put down a rye- 
grass, which germinates in three to sev- 
en days. Bluegrasses are noted for tight, 
dense turf and have more disease resis- 
tance. 


A final suggestion — if you didn't have 


your lawn mower serviced and the blade 
sharpened before putting it away last 
winter, do so now, Lawns cut by dull 


rotary blades are unsightly because each 
blade of grass has a brown, ragged and 
chewed edge — a condition that also 
makes grass more susceptible to disease. 


They're as colorful as Walt Disney 


creatures, and almost as animated. 
They're the tulips at International 
Friendship Gardens in Michigan, City, 
Ind., and light now they're displaying 
their finest blooms. 


"It's our biggest show of the year," 


claim Clarence Stauffer, director of the 
gardens. 


"Mother Nature fooled us again," he 


said about three weeks ago. "This morn- 
ing there they were, hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of tulips in full bloom. Usually 
they bloom around Mother's Day week- 
end, but we've had some good, warm 
weather this year," he explained. Ac- 
cording to Stauffer, the tulip show will 
continue through June, "a real treat for 
the brides in our early garden wed- 
dings." 


He's often called the Old Garden Monk 


by photographers who find him one of 
the most knowledgeable gardeners 


around. Stauffer is one of the original 
trio of brothers who founded the Gardens 
in the early 1830's, following their highly 
popular exposition at the Chicago 
World's Fair. The other brothers are now 
deceased and Stauffer manages the Gar- 
dens alone.

In examining the warrant for the May

I have been reluctant to take up that 


editorial on a point by point basis for a 
reason as simple as reluctance to wade 
into a literary cesspool. Nonetheless I 
will do so now, for the sake of those

fessional conduct to a Paddock represen- 
tative in our village hall — including 
lack of access to free coffee during meet- 
ings — it has never been brought to my 
attention. 


Turning now to the subject matter of 


the editorial in question, it dealt with two 
separate items, one proposed salary 
ranges, the other municipal vehicle 
stickers. I will herein treat them sepa- 
rately. 


As regards proposed salary ranges, 


The Herald imputes to the board an in- 
tent to put same into effect without open, 
public discussion. In this regard I will 
state unequivocally that it has never 
been my intention, nor to my knowledge 
that of any other member of the board, 
that any final action would be taken on 
this matter without open discussion. Pad- 
dock is certainly aware that it has been 
the practice of this board to invite open 
citizen participation at board meetings, 
which is a significant factor why our 
meetings so often run very late. 


Preliminary discussion of salary range 


was, indeed, held in executive session, 
this for the reason that a village of our 
size has a relatively large number of em- 
ployment classifications vis-a-vis actual 
employes. In effect, therefore, discussion 
of salary adjustments by job category of- 
ten boils down to a critique of the per- 
formance of individual employes. I do 
not myself believe it to be in the public 
interest that supervisors' attitudes re- 
garding the strengths and weaknesses of 
particular employes should be publicly 
aired. Such is not the prevailing practice 
either in public or in private employ- 
ment. If undertaken, it would strip vil- 
lage employes of their legitimate right to 
privacy, and would almost inevitably in- 
hibit free and frank discussion of their 
performance. 


In this context the editorial suggests 


that the Board "re-read" (sic) the "deci- 
sion" (sic) of the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
al on the Open Meeting Law. This recom- 
mendation entails not one, but two, false 
p r e m i s e s , a commendable accom- 
plishment even for Paddock's editorial- 
ists. First, it presumes that we had pre- 
viously read the "decision" (we had in 
fact not even heard of it); and second it 
presumes that the attorney general has 
the authority to render decisions (a func- 
tion reserved, under our American legal 
system, for the courts). Had Paddock 
been motivated by even a sense of 
simple fairness, it could easily have as- 
certained whether board members were 
aware of the attorney general's recent 
opinion on this point. 


In any event, the validity of the attor- 


ney general's opinion is open to serious 
question. Even though the Open Meeting 
Law has been on the books for many 
years, no decision has ever been ren- 
dered supportive of that opinion. The 
relevant portion of the statute exempts 
from the requirement of open discussion 
the consideration of "information regard- 
ing. . .employment.. .of 
an 
employ- 


ee. ..,'' and in practice there has been 
widespread reliance by govermriental 
bodies that this language protects the 
right of public employes to privacy in the 
context of salary reviews. The courts 
might, of course, eventually accept the 
restrictive interpretation of the Attorney 
General that the excemption encom- 
passes only hiring and firing, not promo- 
tion or demotion. But there is good rea- 
son to believe that the courts might well 
disagree with the Attorney General, and 
find public policy better served by the 
traditional, more liberal interpretation. 
(On this point I personally find the posi- 
tion of the attorney general less than 
persuasive, and I am disposed against 
taking part in public discussion of the 
performance of specific village employes 
unless and until the courts rule that this 
is the law.) 


Shifting now to the matter of the sale 


of municipal stickers to Grand Spaulding 
Dodge, The Herald imputes to the board 
"terrible weaknesses" (precisely what 
weaknesses and why they are terrible 
you don't say) because the "village is 
engaged in a cozy deal;" and you assert, 
without qualification, that: "The ar- 
rangement is illegal." 


By innuendo, therefore, you have sug- 


gested that certain individuals (not 
named) have entered into an arrange- 
ment which is illegal, as well as "sweet" 
and "cozy." You link this with a vague 
reference to "more favors from people 
who must deal with the village." 


Amidst all these ominous and fore- 


boding words, you omit to state a few 
important things: for instance, whether 
the illegality you allege is civil or crimi- 
nal in nature; when, where and among 
whom the "deal" was concocted; and 
what the consideration was they re- 
ceived. Nor do you specify which particu- 
lar provision of what specific laws were 
violated; nor, of course, do you point to 
any adjudication of guilt or responsibility 
by any court. 


Both as a resident and a trustee, I am 


certainly concerned if anyone connected 
with village government has acted other 
than in the best interests of the village; 
but neither in this editorial nor in any 
related news story does The Herald fur- 
nish any facts supporting the likelihood 
of such a suggestion. Instead you merely 
engage in smear tactics, throwing mud 
at everyone in village government. 


I earlier described the editorial in 


question as a literary cesspool, and I be- 
lieve I have waded through it far enough. 
I will summarize by asserting that since 
I hold nothing but contempt for Pad- 
dock's brand of gutter journalism. I can- 
not in good conscience vote to expend 
further village funds toward its subsidi- 
zation. I believe the people who elected 
me did so expecting a more informed 
and critical sense of judgment than that 
would entail. 


As regards the technicality of legal no- 


tices, there are available for that pur- 
pose several other publications, none of 
which is so thoroughly devoid of fairness, 
balance and elemental decency. I believe 
we ought to employ these alternative 
sources; it is of course the right of other 
board members to agree or disagree, as 
they so choose.

Styles vary, personalities show 
in softball tournament pitchers

These guys are not your every Sunday 


16 inch softball players who slop beer out 
of their cups when they run the bases 
and compare guts between innings. 


Sure, there are guts and there are 


crewcuts and tattoos and a lot of muscle 
hardened in warehouses or on construc- 
tion lots. And between games there is a 
lot of beer. 


But these men, these athletes, who 


.played In the Windy City Softball Classic 
are as nearly professional as you can get 
in a game where most of the money you 
make you make on the sly. And what 
they appraocb in professional status is 
hitting. 


You would not imagine that a softball, 


hard and white when the game begins 
and progressively pillowed as the game 
is played, could be bit as hard or as far 
as these men hit It. At Meadows Park, 
where the Windy City was played over 
the weekend, the balls disappeared into 
the shadows beyond the outfield lights 
like stars going into the black holes of 
deep space. 


Yet because it is a hitter's game and 


often the hitters blur in the memory into 
a single searing line drive, the pitchers 
become the personalities of the game 
and it is the pitchers, with their groesque 
body and facial contortions, who are re- 
membered longest. 


Jack Suomi is a man who can both hit 


and pitch. With teammate Jack Olson he 
shared the tournament batting champion- 
ship. Both were ll-for-15, a .733 average. 
Both are tall, Olson running to fat, Suomi 
to emaciation. The point being that in 16- 
inch everybody, even a pitcher, hits. 


During a game, whether it is close or 


not, Suomi's facial muscles undergo a 
workout that would try even the most 
ebullient beauty queen. Every call by the 
umpire, every play and, in fact, anything 
at all that has the remotest bearing on 
the game is registered in bis face with 
varying degrees of disgust or elation. 


Hit pitching style is appropriately var- 


ied. Pitchers are allowed to take a single 
hop and step either to the left or right of 
the mound, depending on which field the 
batter usually hits to. Once he is in this 
. position he is allowed two fakes before 
releasing the pitch. 


The importance of (fee fakes seems ex- 


aggerated at times but an outstanding 
pitcher will have the batter twitching 
and off balance when the pitch arrives. 


Suomi adds to these basic diversions 


by releasing the ball from a bizarre vari- 
ety of angles, the most unnerving of 
which seems to defy the laws of the aver- 
age shoulder joint and almost resembles 
an overhand pitch. 


Forsaking Suomi's contortionist style 


of pitching, Eddie Zolna of the Bobcats 


relies on intellect and intimidation. A for- 
mula that has allowed Mm to successful- 
ly pitch more than 100 games a season 
for more than 20 years. 


"Pitching is an art," said Randy Hoff- 


man, himself a pitcher for the Myste- 
rians and one of the" directors of the tour- 
nament. "The pitcher is responsible for 
the placement of the fielders and he 
must then position the ball accordingly." 


This calls for an extensive knowledge 


of the hitters and their bitting prefer- 
ences. Some, like Bobcat Jake Jacobi, 
are so predictable it eventually catches 
up to them. 


Jacobi was so well known for hitting 


line drives to a certain spot in left field 
that an extra outfielder was used against 
him in the world tournament and almost 
frustrated him completely. 


Since the players in the Windy City 


play against each other all summer their 
styles are familiar and the fielders com- 
pensate themselves. If Zolna wants an 
adjustment he'll halt the game until it is 
made. 


Zolna applies his subtle form of in- 


timidation on anybody foe feels needs in- 
timidating. Usually the umpiring crew.

Joe Johnson •will step down as head 


track coach at Palatine High School af- 
ter 12 years at vhe helm of the area's 
most successful track program. 


Johnson, who came to Palatine in 1962 


to replace the departing Ron Helberg, 
will stay on as cross country coach, but 
he will be devoting most of his time to 
the Cooperative Work Training program 
next year. 


"I wouldn't get out if I didn't think 


there were other good men in the pro- 
gram," said Johnson yesterday. "I've 
got a lot of confidence in them, people 
like assistant coaches Jeff Teach and 
Ron Sloan. 


"But it's been a great experience — I 


wouldn't trade It for anything," Johnson 
continued. "I kind of stepped into a good 
tiling here." 


Palatine's outgoing coach has carried 


on a fine track tradition at the oldest 
school in Dist. 211. Johnson's teams^ 
scored points in 13 consecutive state 
meets before the string was broken last 
year. In this year's meet, Pirate miter 
Chuck Bell took second place with an ex- 
cellent performance to begin a new 
streak. 


Johnson explained that his move was 


based on a combination of factors. "I 
want to have more time for some other 


brings, but I still want to take an interest 
in <track. I want to get involved in club 
running and I want to do a little running 
myself. I need more time. It's a long sea- 
son." 


Palatine athletic director Chic Ander- 


son has the chore of filling Johnson's 
shoes. "Joe's going to be a tough man to 


replace," Anderson said. "He can look 
back on the record here and say that ha 
had a tremendous influence on track. 
The track tradition here at Palatine has 
increased — gotten better — since Joe 
came here. 


"And Joe is so good with kids," Ander- 


son went on. "He's such an intense com- 
petitor and you'd think that the kids 
wouldn't go for that, but they really love 
him. It's a mutual thing, too." 


Johnson received his undergraduate 


degree and his masters from Northeast 
Missouri State and he has been at Pala- 
tine ever since. "He get things down to a 
fine science in track," said Anderson. 
"He's so precise. He could tell you the 
score of next year's meet against Arling- 
ton. But he lulls people into thinking he's 
an old country boy who doesn't know 
anything about the city." 


Anderson will announce Johnson's re- 


placement hopefully within the next 
couple of weeks.

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Jackson: accepting gift 'grounds for dismissal? 
Three trustees will support 
hearings on Bieber ouster

Three Wheeling trustees said Thursday 


they will support a call for public hear- 
ings for the dismissal of Building Direc- 
tor William Bieber. resulting from his 
admission that he accepted a gift worth 
more than $500 from a local developer. 


Trustee Don Jackson said he plans to 


call for the public hearings Monday 
night, saying he thinks acceptance of the 
gift is grounds for dismissal. Two other 
trustees, Ron Bruhn and Al Lang, said 
they would support the call for public 
hearings so all facts in the matter could 
be aired publicly. 


Other board members were unavail- 


able for comment. 


THE HERALD disclosed Thursday that 


Bieber admitted on a state-required eth- 
ics form that he received the gift, valued 
at more than $500. from the Pekin Corp., 
developmers of Tahoe Village. The build- 
ing director said the gift was a tnp to 
Florida. 


Bieber is charged with extorting that 


January, 1973, trip with former Demo- 


cratic committeeman James Stavros 
from the Pekin Corp. in a 14-count feder- 
al grand jury indictment issued Jan. 31. 
He also faces charges of conspiracy to 
commit extortion, perjury and filing a 
false income tax return. 


Despite demands from residents, vil- 


lage board members have maintained 
that they cannot remove Bieber from of- 
fice until he either pleads guilty or is 
convicted. They said they are afraid Bie- 
ber might sue the village if he is fired 
before the charges are proven. 


BIEBER IS CONTINUING to draw his 


$21,500-a-year salary while on leave of 
a b s e n c e pending the resolution of 
charges against him. 


The acceptance of a $500 gift from a 


developer, however, may provide the vil- 
lage with grounds for dismissal without 
consideration of the fact Bieber is under 
indictment. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said 


Wednesday that under normal conditions, 
the acceptance of such a substantial gift 
would at least be grounds for discussion 
of dismissal. He said he planned to dis-

developers. Six former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials were 
indicted Jan. 31, and two of the six have 
pleaded guilty. 


DEMANDS FOR REFORM have be- 


come more frequent since former Wheel- 
ing Township Democratic committeeman 
James Stavros pleaded guilty last month 
to extorting $92,000 from three Wheeling 
developers, In pleading guilty, Stavros 
admitted having enough control over 
Wheeling government to prevent con- 
struction of those projects if he opposed 
them. 


Bruhn, however, said he thought it was 


possible for incumbent trustees to wage 
a successful election campaign in 1975. 
"If you run a good campaign, if you try 
to do the best you can, I see no reason 
why you can't be reelected," he said. 


Until his term expires in May 1975, 


Bruhn intends to become more aggres- 
sive in his position as trustee. He and 
Trustee Al Lang have formed 
the 


People's Representative Party (PREP), 
and Bruhn said he expects to use this 
alliance to make the local government 
more responsive. 


BRUHN SAID HIS decision will make 


it easier for him to propose reforms, 
since residents will not be able to accuse 
him of being political. "People win now 
know that I'm not running for reelec- 
tion," he said. 


Bruhn said since the PREP party was 


announced three weeks ago, his actions 
on the board have been interpreted as 
preparations for the PREP party's cam- 
paign. 


"It seemed like when .we were working 


for something, it was political, and that 
wasn't the purpose of it," he said. "It 
seems that everyone thought we were 
running for election." 


Despite these problems, Bruhn said his 


decision was based "100 per cent" on 
family reasons. "My wife wasn't too hap- 
py when I ran last time," he said. "It 
was sort of an ultimatum sitting at 
home, and I agreed with her, too." 


BRUHN SAID THAT he wanted the 


freedom to devote more time to his fami- 
ly instead of attending village meetings. 
He said village functions often caused 
him to adjust his vacation schedules and 
interfered with other family events. "Un- 


knowingly, the village did take prefer- 
ence," he said. 


Bruhn said his decision not to seek re- 


election is "in a sense a relief." He said 
that decisions made by the village board 
often hurt people because the board can- 
not please everyone. 


He said, however, "I may come back 


someday as well." 
\ 


Appointed to the village board in Octo- 


ber, 1970, Bruhn was elected to a four- 
year term on the Active Citizens Ticket 
(ACT) in 1971. Prior to becoming a 
trustee, he served on the police and fire 
commission. 


OTHER TRUSTEES up for reelection 


in 1975 have not yet announced whether 
they will seek another term on the board. 
The incumbents are Trustees Lang, Ed 
Berger and John Koeppen.

Bieber cannot be fired without a public 
hearing, unless be voluntarily agrees to 
terminate the contract. The contract, 
similar to those granted four other de- 
partment heads, was designed to provide 
job protection in light of threats that the 
Wheeling Independent Party candidates 
would clean house if elected. 


V I L L A G E OFFICIALS have been 


wrestling with the problem of Bieber's 
dismissal since he was indicted Jan. 31 
along with five other former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials. The 
indictments followed a year-long federal 
probe into shakedowns of Wheeling de- 
velopers. 


Members of the U.S. Attorney's Office 


have said they expect Bieber to plead 
guilty to charges against him as soon as 
he is released from Lutheran General 
Hospital, where he is being treated for a 
back ailment. It is unknown, however, 
how long Bieber will be hospitalized. 


The next scheduled court date in the 


Bieber case is Monday.

Youth

vices Bureau is planning to set up a pro- 
gram to provide personal attention and 
guidance for parentless children who are 
wards of the state. 


The local program is to be in coopera- 


tion with the Illinois Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services and the Com- 
munity Advancement Program in Chi- 
cago. It is intended primarily for or- 
phaned children in the Omni-House ser- 
vice area which includes, besides Wheel- 
ing, Buffalo Grove, Mount Prospect, 
Prospect Heights and Arlington Heights 


The children will be referred to Omni- 


House by the Community Advancement 
Program. Many of the youngsters who 
will probably participate in the Omni- 
H o u s e program are presently in- 
stitutionalized or living with foster fami- 
lies. Although they may be of any age, 
most are expected to be adolescents 


Omni-House is seeking volunteer adults 


or students majoring in social service or 
a related field at nearby colleges to 
serve as "youth advocates" for the 
youngsters. 


AFTER BEING carefully screened by 


psychologists and social workers at 
Omni-House, the "youth advocates" will 
be assigned to work with up to three chil- 
dren for about a six-month period 


Under the supervision of the Omni- 


House staff, the adults will attempt to 
provide the children with a variety of 
services. 


Included in the functions of the "youth 


advocates" will be to provide the chil- 
dren with educational opportunities, 
vocational training, individual coun- 
seling, group discussions, jobs and recre- 
ation.

vocacy Program, said the adults will 
work with each child at least 15 hours 
each week.

Voters in the Prospect Heights Park 


District will vote Tuesday to accept or 
reject the proposed $11 million referen- 
dum for park improvements. 


The referendum proposal calls for a 


major renovation of the Lions Park pool 
on Camp McDonald Road and the con- 
struction of an adjacent community cen- 
ter/sports complex. 


Park officials estimate the cost of the 


referendum to property owners in the 
district will be about $17.89 a year per 
$10,000 assessed valuation for 16 years. 
Tliey add that the yearly cost may be 
higher in the beginning, but will lessen 
as various apartment complexes within 
the district are completed, occupied and 
taxed 


BALLOTS MAY BE cast between 6 


a m, and 6pm. Tuesday at the Prospect 
Heights Public Library, 12 N. Elm St., 
Prospect Heights. According to park offi- 
cials, there apparently is no registration 
deadline for voters. 


The most Immediate improvement, 


scheduled for November completion, Is a 
major renovation of Lions Park pool on 
Camp McDonad Road at Elm Street. The 
pool improvements are needed to pre- 
vent state health officials from closing 
down the pool entirely after this sum- 
mer's pool season. 


The other major planned Improvement 


is the construction of a two-story (In 
part) community center/sports complex 
adjacent to the pool The estimated cost 
of the building and pool renovation is 
$650,000. 


THE 19,000-SQUARE.FOOT building, 


scheduled to open in the fall of 1975, will 
be constructed of tan reinforced concrete 
and light brown metal siding on some 
sections At its highest point, it will stand 
23 or 24 feet at the northeast corner 
where the gymnasium will be located. 


The section of the building closest to 


the pool, which will be one-story in 
height, will house mostly pool offices and 
locker rooms There also will be a large 
meeting room, which can be divided into 
two smaller rooms, at the front of tht 
building 


Other facilities will include two arts 


and crafts rooms, two handball courts, 
an exercise room, a club room, con- 
cession area and kitchen for the meeting 
rooms. Added to the outside of Lions 
Park will be six tennis courts, two prac- 
tice tennis courts, a playground area and 
a children's wading pool. 


OF THE REMAINDER of the bond Is- 


sue, $40,000 will be used to equip the cen- 
ter, $70.000 will be set aside for land ac- 
quisition (both halves of the Hillcrest 
Slough and other properties not identi- 
fied) and $90,000 will be used to retire 
die outstanding pool revenue bonds. 


Park officials have said the pool loses 


money each year and thus, the out- 
standing revenue bonds cannot be paid 
off 
' Four tennis courts also planned for the 
park on the Commonwealth Edison Co. 
right-of-way south of the Country Gar- 
dens subdivision Some $60,000 will be 
used to develop school park sites at Eis- 
enhower and John Muir schools. Another 
$50,000 is planned for baseball fields At 
other park sites and $10,000 for lights at 
the Lions Park baseball field. 


PARK OFFICIALS estimate the total 


taxes per 
10,000 assessed valuation 


over the 16 years of the bond issue would 
be $28622. This estimate is based on a 
current tax base of $32 million which Is 
projected to increase to $76 million by 
1990 


The total park district levy for the first

houses, to take the matter to the plan 
commission. If the plan commission de- 
cides that the property is no longer 
needed for parking, the zoning board will 
resume consideration of Kron's request. 


Attorney Michael Siavelis, represent- 


ing the petitioner, said his client has not 
yet contacted residents of Brian Lane to 
discuss potential problems caused by the 
proposed restaurant. The residents are 
concerned that they will lose their access 
to Dundee Road since their private road- 
way lies on the proposed Ponderosa 
property 


Although Ponderosa representatives 


said they would be willing to allow resi- 
dents to use their parking lot for access 
to their property, residents said this 
might substantially increase traffic on 
their street. 


The residents say they have maintain- 


ed the road themselves for 20 years Ac- 
cording to state law, any street used by 
the public for IS years is considered a 
public highway. 


The zoning board continued the matter 


until June 23, when Kron will report on 
his progress with the plan commission.

Three Long Grove firemen 
certified as paramedics

Three members of the Long Grove 


Fire Department recently became certi- 
fied paramedics, which puts the depart- 
ment one step closer to a working para- 
medic program. 


The new paramedics bring the number 


on the department to four. Dave Grupp, 
John Cook and Tony Berg passed the 
certification test and have joined Martin 
Kozeluh, who has been a paramedic 
since last year. 


The Long Grove department was 


unable to operate a paramedic program 
previously because a state law requires 
that a trained paramedic be available 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. The ad- 
ditional paramedics will make it possible 
to meet the stati! requirements. 


ONCE THE Long Grove department 


starts a program, Lake County Buffalo 
Grove residents will join Cook County 
residents in receiving the service. The 
Cook County section of the village is 
served by the Buffalo Grove Fire Depart- 
ment Inc., which has provided para- 
medic service since December, 1972. 


Before the Long Grove department can 


begin service it must purchase para- 
medic equipment. Berg, a trustee of the 
department, said purchase of the equip- 
ment will be considered at next week's 
meeting. 


It was originally hoped that paramedic 


Service would be started by June 1, but 
Berg said he is not sure when it will take 
effect. 


LONG GROVE fire officials said the 


departmnt has earmarked funds for 
paramedic equipment and will purchase 
it now that it has more certified mem- 
bers. The equipment will cost $4,000 to 
13,000. 


Meivin Towner, chief engineer for the 


department, said several months ago 
that radio equipment had been installed 
in an ambulance to enable paramedics to 
talk directly with doctors while en route 
to the hospital.

Wheeling's Omnl-House: Youth Ser- 


vices Bureau is planning to set up a pro- 
gram to provide personal attention and 
guidance for parentless children who are 
wards of the state. 


The local program is to be in coopera- 


tion with the Illinois Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services and the Com- 
munity Advancement Program in Chi- 
cago. It is intended primarily for or- 
phaned children in the Omni-House ser- 
vice area, which includes, besides Wheel- 
Ing, 
Buffalo Grove, Mount Prospect, 


Prospect Heights and Arlington Heights. 


The children will be referred to Omni- 


House by the Community Advancement 
Program. Many of the youngsters who 
will probably participate in the Omni- 
H o u s e program are presently in- 
stitutionalized or living with foster fami- 
lies. Although they may be of any age, 
most are expected to be adolescents, 


Omni-House Is seeking volunteer adults 


or students majoring in social service or 
a related field at nearby colleges to 
serve as "youth advocates" for the 
youngsters. 


AFTER BEING carefully screened by 


psychologists and social workers a» 
Omni-House, the "youth advocates" will 
be assigned to work with up to three chil- 
dren for about a six-month period. 


Under the supervision of the Omni- 


House staff, the adults will attempt to 
provide the children with a variety of 
services. 


Included in the functions of the "youth 


advocates" will be to provide the chil- 
dren 
with 
educational opportunities, 


vocational training, individual 
coun- 


seling, group discussions, jobs and recre- 
ation. 


Lois Broil, director of the Youth Ad- 


vocacy Program, said the adults will 
work with each child at least 15 hours 
each week.

uled to be delivered in about 14 months. 


chased, paramedics will be able to send 
information to doctors pertaining to the 
patient's heartbeat, pulse and other vital 
signs. Paramedics could then be given 
instructions on what treatment to Admin- 
ister to patients on the way to the hospi- 
tal. 


THE PARAMEDIC program trains 


firemen to handle virtually every type of 
medical emergency, especially heart at- 
tacks. The paramedics are equipped with 
special lifesaving devices, including a 
defibrillator that administers an electric 
shock to restore heartbeat. 


The new paramedics attended training 


at Condell Hospital in Libertyville from 
January through 'March. Berg said he is 
hopeful more firemen from the depart- 
ment will attend the next paramedic 
training session. 


Other participants in the Condell pro- 


gram are from the Libertyville, Munde- 
lein and Countryside fire departments. 
Although Long Grove's program will be 
based at Condell, patients could still be 
taken to other area hospitals. 


BUFFALO GROVE officials have ad- 


vocated the Lake County section of the 
village be transferred out of the Long 
Grove district and into the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District, 
which employs the Buffalo Grove Fire 
Department. If that happens, the Long 
Grove department would not be given the 
opportunity to provide paramedic service 
to Buffalo Grove residents in the district.

lington Heights Village Board vote not to 
subsidize the system. 


Metron Pres. Claude Luisada said 


Thursday he had received no response to 
a letter he sent Arlington Heights village 
officials seeking a way to keep the buses 
running. 


About 100 round-trip riders have been 


using the commuter service, which oper- 
ates in the Northgate, Mill Creek, Ivy 
Hill, Berkley Square and Surrey Ridge 
subdivisions, as well as the Windsor 
Woods and Villa Verde apartments. 


Two Arlington Heights-owned buses 


which Metron has been using will be kept 
in mothballs, at least for a time, in case 
they can be used as part of some future 
village bus system. 


LUISADA HAD SAID earlier there was 


a slim chance that Metron would be able 
to keep the commuter buses running un- 
til subsidy money was available from the 
Regional Transportation Authority. 


If Arlington Heights permitted rent- 


free use of the buses and a village ga- 
rage, he said Metron might have been 
able to get by servicing two northern 
commuter routes. 


But Thursday Luisada said all hope for 


the firm's Arlington Heights transit divi-

Park, which opened Chicago's thorough- 
bred racing eh cult th,s spring 


Improvements have been made to the 


track's backstretch stable area 


During the off-season, all barns and 


dormitories, including the new fireproof 
concrete barns were painted white with 
green trim Now, full-grown fir and 
maple tiees were planted during the win- 
ter. Comfort stations for stable area em- 
ployes were renovated and several new 
facilities are under construction 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS environmental 


health officer Daniel Tarry has made 
two recent inspections of the back- 
stretch, in accord with a housing agree- 
ment reached this winter between village 
and race track officials Additional in- 
spections are planned. 


Racing fans may be encouraged by the 


fact that admission prices at Arlington

"For the kiss V ride crowd it's going 


to be a real panic," says Arlington 
Heights Police Capt. Jack Aldrich, re- 
ferring to the first day, Monday when the 
evening commuter will meet the thor- 
oughbred handioapper at Gate 1 of Ar- 
lington Park Race Track. 


Chicago and North Western Ry. offi- 


cials say that over 1,000 commuters are 
now using the new railroad station at Ar- 
lington Park. This summer will mark the 
first time their 500 plus cars will have to 
merge with those of the racing fans in a 
squeeze for what can look like the eye of 
a needle — the exit gate onto Wilke 
Road. 


"We're expecting the darn tilings to bit 


at the same time. Of course we've got 
two patrolmen at the gate. But beyond 
that, we don't know what the pattern is 
going to be. You see, it's a first," Aldrich 
says.

terns, Thayer says security guairds will

short-circuiting us by parking at the sta- 
tion and walking to the track We want to 
protect our interest in that respect" 


It is not really the cars trying to get 


out of Gate 1 that have Aldnch worried. 
"The people who are parked will get out, 
sooner or later," he says. 


But the cars trying to get in to pick up 


waiting commuters, the so-called "kiss 
'n nde crowd" for them Aldrich foresees 
some frustration. 


ONE EASY WAY OUT may be Gate 10 


onto Rohlwing Road at the extreme 
northwest corner of the race track prop- 
erty. Thayer says it will be open to com- 
muters only, so that the car headed for 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows or Schaum- 
burg will get a break. 


But for most Arlington Heights com- 


muters, Gate 10 will offer little escape, 
since they eventually will run into race 
track traffic at either Euclid Avenue or 
Northwest Highway. 


Rollins Coakely, director of commuter 


services for the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. says that use of the Arlington 
Park station is still growing. "It's turned 
out just beautifully," he says. 


He is confident that the crosswalks and 


tunnel connecting the north and south 
sides of the track will be adequate to sort 
out pedestrian traffic during the evening 
hours. 


In fact, the only problem Coakley fore- 


sees for the railroad is an occasional 
complaint from a regular afternoon com- 
muter if he arrives at the Arlington Park 
station and finds the parking lot filled 
with the cars of racing fans.

Officials at Alexian Brothers Medical 


Center in Elk Grove Village now predict 
that portions of their multi-million-dollar 
addition that must be left incomplete due 
to rising construction costs will be fin- 
ished within two years. 


Steve Skorcz, vice president for plan- 


ning at the hospital said the estimate 
was based on many factors such as the 
availability of funds for the project. 
Skorcz added the incomplete portions of 
the addition, which make up about 45 per 
cent of the total structure, probably will 
be finished department-by-department as 
hospital-profits make additional funds 
available for construction. 


Officials announced earlier this week 


that portions of the hospital addition 
would have to be delayed Indefinitely. 
Due to inflation, the cost to finish the 
structure completely right now would 


cost $12 to $13 million. The project was 
estimated originally to cost $8.5 million. 


Robin Leach, director of public rela- 


tions at the hospital, explained how the 
cutbacks in construction were made, 
with the emphasis on areas that would 
involve "direct patient care " 


AREAS THAT WILL be unfinished 


when the rest of the project opens this 
fall, include such departments as reli- 
gion, medical library, education, em- 
ploye health service and outpatient facil- 
ities such as radiology, laboratory, social 
service and examining rooms. Also de- 
layed according to Miss Leach, is a sore- 
ly needed assembly hall. 


"A critical need is a large meeting 


area," said Miss Leach. "Right now, we 
can't accommodate any large groups ex- 
cept across the street in the Nieboff Pa- 
vilion." 


Miss Leach also cited extremely

him for conducting a unit school district 
feasibility study to the unit district com- 
mittee The money was returned because 
no one seemed pleased with the report, a 
committee member said 


Belnap headed a team of Northern Illi- 


nois University professors who were 
hired to conduct a unit district study for 
S c h a u m b u r g Township. The con- 
troversial report was presented May 10. 


"I believe in doing a job for some- 


body," Belnap said Thursday "If they 
don't feel I have done a good job then I 
don't want their money " He said this is 
the first time he has returned money 
paid him for a study he has done 


Belnap stated his reasons for returning 


the money and disassociating himself 
and the study from the committee in a 
letter sent to James Blankenship, vice 
chairman of the committee. 


Blankenship refused to comment on 


the contents of the letter stating it will be 
disclosed at the June 6 Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54 board meeting. 


BELNAP SAID HE is standing behind 


the report and is taking full credit for it. 
The unit district study presents what he 
found and recommendation; he believes 
in, he said 


Belnap said the report did not come to 


any preconceived conclusions 


Committee member Nancy Larson said 


Belnap expressed concern that the report 
was not being judged on its own merits 
but rather on the fact that most of the 
fee was paid by the Schaumburg United 
Party. 


However, committee members pointed 


out Belnap had complete autonomy over 
the content of the study and was not giv- 
en any specific directions by the com- 
mittee.

home provisions became law. A Cook 
County Circuit Court judge ruled that the 
issues in the case had not been changed 
substantially and refused to grant a new 
trial, but the appellate court overturned 
that decision last year. 


DlLeonardl said the Supremo Court 


justices asked "penetrating questions" of 
both the city and the MSD regarding the 
plans for the facility. However, he would 
not speculate as to what the final out- 
come of the case might be. 


DiLeonardl said the court noted a re- 


cent decision involving P.ockford and 
Winnebago County over the right to use 
land in the county as a landfill for re- 
fuse. In that dispute, the court ruled the 
landfill could be used, but all require- 
ments of the Illinois and U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agencies must be 
met. 


WHILE THE Supreme Court decision 


plays an important role in the road to- 
ward creation of the plant, some city of- 
ficials have noted there are a number of 
other conditions the MSD must meet be- 
fore the plant is actually constructed. 


According to Aid. Richard Ward (8th) 


who has been one of the leaders in the 
fight to have the city set some standards 
for the facility, the MSD must obtain ap- 
proval of no less than seven state and 
federal agencies in order to qualify for 
government grants for the design and 
construction of the plant. 


Ward and other city officials believe 


the city might have an opportunity to en- 
force, local controls and ordinances under 
the regulations of the U.S. and Illinois 
EPA. Both groups state that local envi- 
ronmental standards must be met before 
funds can be approved for the project. 


Most of the objections have come from 


persons who live near the site of the pro- 
posed plant who contend the facility 
could pose a health hazard to their near- 
by residential areas. 


THE MSD APPLIED last year for 


funds to study the feasibility o! building 
a portion of the plant underground, but 
city officials said the entire facility 
should be built below ground if it cannot 
be relocated away from the adjacent 
homes. 


The city council is considering several 


ordinances setting down guidelines for 
the construction of sewage treatment 
plants and some officials have indicated 
there may be more stringent ordinances 
proposed in the near future. Among the 
restrictions set down in the ordinances Is 
a requirement that all portions of any 
sewage treatment facility must be cov- 
ered and that all emissions from the 
plant be purified before being released 
into the atmosphere. 


School committee 
meets Wednesday 
on remodeling 


A subcommittee of the Elk Grove 


Township School Dist. 59 board will meet

changes in plans to remodel Dempster 
and Grove Junior High schools in the dis- 
trict. 


Board member Judy Zanca said the 


district's architect will be present at the 
meeting and discussion will center 
around not only possible changes but also 
ways to save money on the project. 


Work is expected to start this summer 


at the two junior high schools on exten- 
sive remodeling and heating and ventila- 
tion work. A referendum for the work 
was passed by district voters last June. 


After studying the plans for the proj- 


ect, some board members have raised 
questions on the project and have several 
possible changes in mind. 


The meeting will start at 1 p.m. in the 


board room of the disrict administration 
center, 2123 S. Arlington Heights Rd., Ar- 
lington Heights. 


a new electronic tote board has been 
erected to broadcast race results, and no 
major reconstruction work is planned 
along either the Northwest Tollway or 
111. Rte. S3. 


S e v e r a l promotional events are 


planned during the summer, according to 
Arlington Park spokesman Tom Rivera. 


On the Fourth of July, the track's gras- 


sy infield will be open to picnickers. The 
infield was thrown open to the public for 
the first time last year for the appear- 
ance of Triple Crown winner Secretariat. 


AS A BAKCDROP to this summer's 


radng season, Arlington Park officials 
are expected to present their master 
plan for development of land around the 
oval track. 


The track's five-year-old annexation 


agreement with the Village of Arlington 
Heights expires Oct. 20, and with it the 
special building provisions guaranteed in 
the agreement. 


The Richards Group of Illinois, an Oak 


Brook development firm and a sub- 
sidiary of Arlington Park's parent com- 
pany, Madison Square Garden Corp., has 
been retained to do the development 
planning. 


A concentration of apartment and con- 


dominium housing is expected in the 
area between the Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel and the race track. 


ADDITIONAL LAND for development 


at the 413-acre site will be opened up 
with the demolition of the 19 remaining 
wooden barns at the track. 


Arlington Park's president Jack Loome 


has agreed to replace all the wooden 
structures with larger, fireproof concrete 
stables over the next five years. 


The reconstruction schedule will de- 


pend on the race track's profits, Loome 
said. 


Last November, Loome told the Illinois 


Racing Board, during hearings on 1974 
racing dates, that Arlington Park's net 
profit had dropped from $2.3 million in 
1969, to $357,000 in 1973. 


"For the first time, we seriously ques- 


tion, from a business viewpoint, whether 
we can continue to operate our racing 
facilities," he told the board. 


"Despite these setbacks, we have ev- 


ery intention of operating In 1974. But we 
would emphasize that, along with our re- 
sponsibilities to the state and the racing 
industry, we have responsibilities to our 
stockholders. They deserve a fair return 
on equity, which they did not receive in 
1972 and 1973." 


LOOME'S COMMENTS throw an addi- 


tional spotlight on this summer's racing 
season. 


With a major development plan to be 


unfolded soon, and what would appear to 
be the track's best shot at a good season 
in recent years at hand, more than jock- 
eys will be riding at Arlington Park this 
summer. 


The future of a race track, which for 47 


years has been known numbered among 
the top in the country, also may come 
down to the wire. 


Rail commuters, handicappers to collide in chaos? 


"For the kiss 'n' ride crowd it's going 


to be a real panic," says Arlington 
Heights Police Capt. Jack Aldrich, re- 
ferring to the first day, Monday when the 
evening commuter will meet the thor- 
oughbred handicapper at Gate 1 of Ar- 
lington Park Race Track. 


Chicago and North Western Ry. offi- 


cials say that over 1,000 commuters are 
now using the new railroad station at Ar- 
lington Park. This summer will mark the 
first time their 500 plus cars will have to 
merge with those of the racing fans in a 
squeeze for what can look like the eye of 
a needle — the exit gate onto Wilke 
Road. 


"We're expecting the darn tilings to hit 


at the same time. Of course'we've got 
two patrolmen at the gate. But beyond 
that, we don't know what the pattern is 
going to be. You see, it's a first," Aldrich 
says. 


POLICE ARE ASKING that commu- 


ters who want to travel south out of the 
train station parking lot use the Rohlw- 
ing Road exit. This will minize conflict- 
ing turning movements at the Wilke 
Road gate. 


Also, drivers who are picking up pas- 


sengers at the station irvthe evening are 


asked to approach Gate 1 from the south- 
bound Wilke Road lanes if at all possible. 


"We're fully aware of the situation and 


know we're going' to need some super- 
vision," says William A. Thayer Jr., vice 
president and general manager of Ar- 
lington Park. 


"Of course, in the afternoon we won't 


have to sorry about it. On Saturdays and 
holidays we won't have to worry about it. 
It's only in the evening that we might 
have a problem," he says. 


BESIDES CONFLICTING traffic pat- 


terns, Thayer says security guards will 
have to keep the 800 parking spaces that 
are reserved for commuters from being 
filled by track patrons. 


There is a 50 cent difference in the 


parking fee between the two areas, and, 
says Thayer, "We don't want people 
short-circuiting us by parking at the sta- 
tion and walking to the track. We want to 
protect our interest in that respect." 


R is not really the cars trying to get 


out of Gate 1 that have Aldrich worried. 
"The people who are parked will get out, 
sooner or later," he says. 


But the cars trying to get in to pick up 


waiting commuters, the so-called "kiss 


'n ride crowd" for them Aktrich foresees 
some frustration. 


ONE EASY WAY OUT may be Gate 10 


onto Rohlwing Road at the extreme 
northwest corner of the race track prop- 
erty. Thayer says it will be open to com- 
muters only, so that the car beaded for 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows or Schaum- 
burg will get a break. 


But for most Arlington Heights com- 


muters, Gate 10 will offer little escape, 
since they eventually will run into race 
track traffic at either Euclid Avenue or 
Northwest Highway. 


Rollins Coakely, director of commuter 


services for the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. says that use of the Arlington 
Park station is still growing. "It's turned 
out just beautifully," he says. 


He is confident that the crosswalks and 


tunnel connecting the north and south 
sides of the track will be adequate to sort 
out pedestrian traffic during the evening 
hours. 


In fact, the only problem Coakley fore- 


sees for the railroad is an occasional 
complaint from a regular afternoon com- 
muter if he arrives at the Arlington Park 
station and finds the parking lot filled 
with the cars of racing fans.

cilities will be speed. "Right now, we 
sometimes have people waiting longer 
than we'd like," said Miss Leach.

Arlington Park Race Track opens 84-day season Monday 


by KURT BAER 


Arlington Park Race Track opens its 


84-day season Monday with track offl- 
cials riding high hopes for one of the 
most successful summers in five years. 


Their outlook is buoyed by three 


months of choice racing dates, full 
stables and a 7 to 10 per cent Increase in 
betting and attendance at Sportsman's 
Park, which opened Chicago's thorough- 
bred racing circuit this spring. 


Improvements have been made to the 


track's backstretch stable area. 


During the off-season, all barns and 


dormitories, including the new fireproof 
concrete barns, were painted white with 
green trim. Now, full-grown fir and 
maple trees were planted during the win- 
ter. Comfort stations for stable area em- 
ployes were renovated and several new 
facilities are under construction. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS environmental 


health officer Daniel Tarry has made 
two recent inspections of the back- 
stretch, In accord with a housing agree- 
ment reached this winter between village 
and race track officials. Additional in- 
spections are planned. 


Racing fans may be encouraged by the 


fact that admission prices at Arlington 
Park will remain the same as last year, 
a new electronic tote board has been 
erected to broadcast race results, and no 
major reconstruction work is planned 
along either the Northwest Tollway or 
111. Rte. 93. 


S e v e r a l promotional events are 


planned during the summer, according to 
Arlington Park spokesman Tom Rivera. 


On the Fourth of July, the track's gras- 


sy infield will be open to picnickers. The 
infield was thrown open to the public for 
the first time last year for the appear- 
ance of Triple Crown winner Secretariat. 


AS A BAKCDROP to this summer's 


racing season, Arlington Park officials 
are expected to present their master 
plan for development of land around the 
oval track. 


The track's five-year-old annexation 


agreement with the Village of Arlington 
Heights expires Oct. 20, and with ft the 
special building provisions guaranteed in 
the agreement. 


The Richards Group of Illinois, an Oak 


Brook development firm and a sub- 


sidiary of Arlington Park's parent com- 
pany, Madison Square Garden Corp., has 
been retained to do the development 


A concentration of apartment and con- 


dominium housing is expected in the 
area between the Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel and the race- track. 


ADDITIONAL LAND for development 


at the 413-acre site will be opened up 
with the demolition of the 19 remaining 
wooden barns at the track. 


Arlington Park's president Jack Loome 


has agreed to replace all the wooden 
structures with larger, fireproof concrete 
stables over the next five years. 


The reconstruction schedule will de- 


pend on the race track's profits, Loome 
said. 


Last November, Loome told the Illinois 


Racing Board, during hearings on 1974 
racing dates, that Arlington Park's net 
profit had dropped from $2.3 million in 
1969, to $357,000 in 1973. 


"For the first time, we seriously ques- 


tion, from a business viewpoint, whether 
we can continue to operate our racing 
facilities," he told the board. 


Rail commuters, handicappers to collide in chaos? 


"For the kiss 'n' ride crowd it's going 


to be a real panic," says Arlington 
Heights Police Capt. Jack Aldrich, re- 
ferring to the first day, Monday when the 
evening commuter will meet the thor- 
oughbred bandicapper at Gate, 1 of Ar- 
lington Park Race Track. 


Chicago and North Western Ry. offi- 


cials say that over 1,000 commuters are 
now using the new railroad station at Ar- 
lington Park. This summer will mark the 
first time their 500 plus cars will have to 
merge with those of the racing fans in a. 
squeeze for what can look like the eye of 
a needle — the exit gate onto Wilke 
Road. 


"We're expecting the darn things to hit 


at the same time. Of course we've got 
two patrolmen at the gate. But beyond 
that, we don't know what the pattern is, 


going to be. You see, it's a first," Aldrich 
says. 


POLICE ARE ASKING that commu- 


ters who want to travel south out of the 
train station parking lot use the Rohlw- 
ing Road exit. This will minize conflict- 
ing turning movements at the Wilke 
Road gate. 


Also, drivers who are picking up pas- 


sengers at the station in the evening are 
asked to approach Gate 1 from the south- 
bound Wilke Road lanes if at all possible. 


"We're fully aware of the situation and 


know we're going to need some super- 
vision," says William A. Thayer Jr., vice 
president and general manager of Ar- 
lington Park. 


"Of course, in the afternoon we won't 


have to sorry about it. On Saturdays and 
holidays we wont have to worry about it. 


It's only in the evening that we might 
have a problem," he says. 


BESIDES CONFLICTING traffic pat- 


terns, Thayer says security guards will 
have to keep the 800 parking spaces that 
are reserved for commuters from being 
filled by track patrons.

There is a 50 cent difference in the 


parking fee between the two areas, and, 
says Thayer, "We don't want people 
short-circuiting us by parking at the sta- 
tion and walking to the track. We "rant to 
protect our interest in that respect." 


It is not really the cars trying to get 


out of Gate 1 that have Aldrich worried. 
"The people who are parked will get out, 
sooner or later," he says. 


But the cars trying to get in to pick up

"Bandits" started poking around the

The Richards Group of Illinois, an Oak 


Brook development firm and a sub- 
sidiary of Arlington Park's parent com- 
pany, Madison Square Garden Corp., has 
been retained to do the development 
planning. 


A concentration of apartment and con- 


dominium housing is expected in the 
area between the Arlington Park Towers 
Hotel and the race track. 


ADDITIONAL LAND for development 


at the 413-acre site will be opened up 
with the demolition of the 19 remaining 
wooden barns at the track. 


Arlington Park's president Jack Loome 


has agreed to replace all the wooden 
structures with larger, fireproof concrete 
stables over the next five years. 


The reconstruction schedule will de- 


pend on the race track's profits, Loome 
said. 


Last November, Loome told the Illinois 


Racing Board, during hearings on 1974 
racing dates, that Arlington Park's net 
profit had dropped from $2.3 million in 
1969, to $357,000 in 1973. 


"For the first time, we seriously ques- 


tion, from a business viewpoint, whether 
we can continue to operate our racing 
facilities," he told the board. 


"Despite these setbacks, we have ev- 


ery intention of operating in 1974. But we 
would emphasize that, along with our re- 
sponsibilities to the state and the racing 
industry, we have responsibilities to our 
stockholders. They deserve a fair return 
on equity, which they did not receive in 
1972 and 1973." 


LOOME'S COMMENTS throw an addi- 


tional spotlight on this summer's racing

says Thayer, "We don't want people- 
short-circuiting us by parking at the sta-" 
tion and walking to the track. We want to 
protect our interest in that respect." 


It is not really the cars trying to get 


out of Gate 1 that have Aldrich worried.. 
"The people who are parked will get out, 
sooner or later," he says. 


But ike cars trying to get in to pick up 


waiting commuters, the so-called "kiss 
'n ride crowd" for them Aldrich foresee^ 
some frustration. 


ONE EASY WAY OUT may be Gate 10. 


onto Rohlwing Road at the extreme 
northwest corner of the race track prop- 
erty. Thayer says it will be open to com- 
muters only, so that the car headed for 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows or Schaum- 
burg will get a break. 


But for most Arlington Heights com- 


muters, Gate 10 will offer little escape* 
since they eventually will run into race!

est in granting Rush-Presbyterian-St 
Luke's Medical Center North its initial 
operating permit. 


topper was cleared in an Illinois Sen- 


ate 
subcommittee 
report 
released 


Thursday by State Sen. David Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect, after its investigation 
of the licensing procedure (or the $12 
million, 
ISO-bed facility planned in 


Schaumburg, northeast of Illinois Boule- 
vard and Schaumburg Road. 


The role Lepper piayed in the licensing 


was looked into because he is also a sal- 
ried staff member at RPSL's Chicago fa- 
cility. 


Regner has said it was unusual that 


Lepper, as head of the state health plan- 
ning agency, did not sign the permit. 


THE RPSL LAND acquisition and li- 


censing was "shrouded with controversy 
and mystery," the report states. 


The subcommittee criticized allowing 


state employes to be on two or more pay- 
rolls at the same time. 


"A final finding of this subcommittee 


Is that anytime a state employe is on two 
or more payrolls, a strong possibility ex- 
ists for conflict of interest (or at least 
charges of this type), and it recommends 
the discontinuance of this practice," the 
report said. 


Regner will submit the report next 


week to the parent committee, the Sen- 
ate Public Health, Welfare and Correc- 


tions Committee, he said. The report was 
compiled with unanimous agreement 
from the subcommittee members — Reg- 
ner; James Bell, R-Joliet; Jack Schaffer, 
R-Cary; Richard Newhouse, D-Chicago, 
and Dawn Clark Netsch, D-Chicago. 


IN THE REPORT, the subcommittee 


noted, "We also found, during the course 
of these hearings the state's process of 
granting construction permits for hospi- 
tals to be a questionable one and feel 
that there is a need for the legislature to 
closely examine the certificate of need — 
certificate of conformance type of legis- 
lation in order to prevent a reoccurrence 
of this type." 


Mrs. Netsch, sponsor of one of several 


certificate of need bills pending in the 
senate, has predicted the hospital legisla- 
tion will not pass this year, Proponents 
of certificate of need say legislation is 
critically needed to curb the potential 
overdevelopment of hospitals in Illinois. 


Regner said there is presently no spe- 


cific requirements asked of hospital de- 
velopers, adding that specifics like the 
type of site and access and egress to the 
hospital be required before permit is- 
suance. 


The report said, "The subcommittee 


held public hearings on this matter in 
Schaumburg on Sept, 17, 1973, arid in 
Springfield on May 8,1974. At these hear- 
ings, it became evident that the whole 
background surrounding the acquisition 
of the site and the permit-granting pro- 
cess for the hospital were shrouded with 
controversy and mystery."

BELNAP SAID HE is standing behind

The committee said they formed 
to protect Schaumburg's school tax base. 


The unit district committee must re- 


convene to determine what to do with the 


returned money, said Jackson. 


THE COMMITTEE disbanded after 


Belnap presented his report May 10. It 
has not met to either discuss the contents 
of the letter or decide what should be 
done with the money. 


Mrs. Larson said the committee has 


two choices. They can refuse to accept 
the check and return it to Belnap, or 
they can accept it and return the appro- 
priate amounts to the organizations that 
donated. 


"I do believe he has the right to the

Village to weigh suit against developer

A recommendation on whether to file 


suit against Kaufman and Broad Inc., is 
to be presented to the Hoffman Estates 
Village Board Monday night. 


The suit would seek compensation 


from K&B for expenses incurred and 
damages sustained as a result of the 
company's bribing six former officials 
for speedy action on high density zoning 
for the land. 


The village was urged to sue in April 


by John Ryan, attorney for his brother 
David Ryan, who lives in the village. 
Atty. Ryan said if the village chose not 
to sue K&B, he will do so himself, on the 
village's behalf. Both Ryan and Village 
Atty. Edward Hofert have said in the 
past few days Hofert's recommendation 
in the matter will be presented Monday 
night, although the board may not vote 
immediately. 


IF THE VILLAGE board makes its de- 


cision Monday, Ryan believes the suit 
could be filed within two weeks. Whether 
the village files, or Ryan does, there 
may be unexpected cost connected with 
the filing because of a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruing handed down Tuesday. The 


court ruled that plaintiffs, or persons fil- 
ing the complaint in class action suits in 
federal courts must notify all members 
of the class they claim to represent that 
the legal action has been initiated. 


If the proposed suit against K&B is 


filed, and if it is covered by the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision, the plaintiff 
would have to mail a notice to each prop- 
erty taxpayer in the village from the 
time K&B's development was approved 
to the present. The cost of the mailing 
would add to the total cost of the suit, 
but could potentially be recovered in a 
judgment or settlement. 


In many class-action suits, identifying 


the members of the class is difficult, said 
Hofert and Ryan. But in the proposed 
K&B suit, the task would be relatively 
easy — village records of water billings 
would provide a sufficient list, said Ho- 
fert. 


It is uncertain whether the notice to 
class members would be required in the 


K&B suit anyway. Rules set for federal 
courts by the U.S. Supreme Court do not 
always apply in state and county courts, 
said the attorneys. If the Tuesday ruling 
is judged procedural only, and not rele- 
vant to due process requirements, notifi- 
cation probably would not be required in 
state and county courts. 


There has been no decision on which 


court would receive the K&B suit. Ryan 
said he might very well, if he ends up 
handling the suit, choose to file in both 
state and federal courts. 


THE OBJECT OF the suit, said Ryan, 


would be to win money for village tax- 
payers. He has said he would seek an 
accounting by K&B, with records to sub- 
stantiate figures, of the profit the com- 
pany realized on the Barrington Square 
development. Because that profit alle- 
gedly was gained through illegal means, 
via the bribes K&B paid for zoning, it 
should be remitted to village taxpayers, 
rather than to the firm, Ryan maintains. 


Trustees will OK variances 
for shop center directories

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In two separate cases this week, 


Schaumburg trustees indicated they will 
agree to sign variances permitting place- 
ment of directories in shopping centers, 
but they will not allow more than one 
free-standing sign in the areas.

Macejak was ac- 
companied in his request by Tom Kiln- 
ginmeyer, operator of Krai's Inc., a 
children's clothing and furniture store in 
the center. Klinginmeyer is president of 
Woodfield Commons Merchants Assn. 


Both noted that the only sign identi- 


fying the center is at the east end of the 
property in front of Jewel-Turnstyle. 


WHILE THE BOARD went along with 


the directory request, trustees refused to 
allow a separate free standing sign in the 
same shopping center requested by 


B'Ginnings, a new restaurant opening 
there. 


Tom Ullo, one of the B'Ginnings oper- 


ators, told trustees he believes a major 
portion of the restaurant's clientele 
would be attracted by a separate sign. 
He said the business, which will feature 
rock music and live entertainment, is lo- 
cated in a corner of the center which 
cannot be seen from Golf Road. 


Under terms of a proposed sign ordi- 


nance, only one free standing sign will be 
allowed in each shopping center which 
promoted trustees to suggest Ullo consid- 
er a roof-mounted sign.

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Central school 'not worth9 renovating 
Vote slated on tearing down school

The vacant Central School building in 


downtown Mount Prospect failed on its 
report card this week. 


Aii a result of the bad report card, the 


Mount Prospect Public LibraryBoard, 
which is attempting to purchase the Cen- 
tral School property for a new library, 
will vote Thursday night to have the old 
school building demolished when the pur- 
chase is complete. 


The library board already has instruct- 


ed the architectural firm of Wendt, Ce- 
darholm and Tippens Inc. to proceed 
with plans for a new library building to 
be built on the former school building 
site, at the southeast corner of Main 
Street and Central Road. 


THE LIBRARY board did not vote on 


the matter this week because they met in 
a special session and felt a vote then 
might not be binding. However, board 
president John Parsons said the possi- 
bility of renovating the school building 
into a library is now "dead." 


"You don't pour any more money down 


a rathole," Parsons said, calling for an 
end to the renovation possibility in- 
vestigation. The board met Wednesday. 


The architects' cost analysis of the two 


plans showed it would cost an estimated 
12,007,000 to convert the old building into 
a library as opposed to an estimated 
$2,167,000 to tear down the old building 
and build a completely new library on 
the site. 


Board member Jack Anderson said 


that normally he would "hate" spending 
an additional $160,000 of the taxpayers' 
money (the difference between the two 
e s t i m a t e s ) but in this case, he 
added,since the board would be spending 
more than $2 million in either case, they 
should not spend it on a "patchwork edi- 
fice" that won't do the job of serving the 
community.

Chances slimmer for library referendum 


Resident outcry against the , Mount 


Prospect Village Board's abandonment 
of a referendum for the public purchase 
of the Rob Roy Golf Course may be dam- 
aging the chances of a successful public 
library referendum for new facilities, ac- 
cording to one library board member. 


Miriam Star, a Mount Prospect Public 


Library Board member since May, 1973, 
Wednesday said Mayor Robert D. Tei- 
chert "has done the library irrevocable 
damage" in his public stance against the 
holding of a referendum on the golf 
course issue. 


Mrs. Star, who lives at 1710 Burning 


Bus Ln. in the northeast section of the 
village (an area adjacent to the Euclid 
Avenue golf course), said the residents of 
her area are very "angry" with Tei- 
chert. They want a referendum on Rob 
Roy, for which permission to build 2,700 
apartments on is being jought by devel- 
opers Kenroy Inc. of Skokie, she said. 


"THE LIBRARY HAS become secon- 


dary since he (Teichert) 'has reversed, 


have enough floor space and adequate 
heating facilities for a library. However, 
the building does not meet several build- 
ing code requirements as there are not 
enough' emergency exists, the stairs are 
not wide enough and the. floors cannot 
hold adequate weight amounts.

MRS. STAR'S statements came during 


a library board discussion on whether to 
hire William Stouffer at $300 a month as 
coordinator of a public information pro- 
gram aimed toward the referendum. In a 
3-2 vote, the board decided not to hire 
Stouffer at this time. 


Board members Jack Anderson, Sally 


Ann Vigor and Mrs. Star voted against 
hiring Stouffer, saying they felt the 
board members themselves could do 
much, of the work. Stouffer proposed to 
gather lists of organizations in the com- 
munity and set up a schedule of talks on 
the referendum with each group, to train 
speakers who would not be library board 
members and to draw up a fact file on 
the referendum and other closely associ- 
ated issues, such as whether the village 
should have a bookmobile. 


Souffer is already paid $200 a month by 


the library for being the editor of Scan, 
the new library newsletter that recently 
published its second issue. 


The target date for starting work on 


the new library building is spring of 1975. 
A referendum, if required, would be ear- 
ly this faU. The library board currently 
is in the process of applying for federal 
funds. 


Meanwhile, village officials, acting on 


behalf of the library board, have author- 
ized a start to condemnation proceedings 
to acquire the Central School property. It 
has been appraised at $675,000 and the 
village reportedly made the owners an 
offer of $625,000, which has not been ac- 
cepted. 


Homeowners to be billed for fire aid 


Residents of the Prospect Meadows 


subdivision will be paying the next sev- 
eral years for fire protection they won't 
receive and books they won't read. 


The reason: though recently annexed 


to the Village of Mount Prospect, resi- 
dents of the subdivision must fulfill obli- 
gations incurred in bond referenda three 
years ago. 


The obligations amount to $15 a year 


for 11 years on homes with an assessed 


valuation of $10,000 for the Prospect 
Heights Volunteer Fire Department, and 
$5 a year for 18 years for the Prospect 
Heights Public Library. 


William F. Maisel, president of the 


Prospect Meadows Homeowners Assn. 
told The Herald the group was aware of 
the commitments when it decided to an- 
nex to Moust Prospect. 


With the annexation to Mount Pros- 


pect, Prospect Meadows residents will 


stop the regular tax payments to the 
Prospect Heights fire and library dis- 
tricts, but will continue to pay off the 
bonds. 


The fire department's referendum, on 


May 1,1971, was for $275,000 for a build- 
ing addition to the fire station at m E. 
Camp McDonald Rd. The library dis- 
trict's referendum, on Feb. 23,1971, was 


for $400,000 for construction of a library 
on Elm Street, north of Camp McDonald. 


Prospect Meadows consists of 170 


homes in an area bounded by Euclid Ave 
nue on the north, Elmhurst Road on the 
east and Rand Road on the southwest. 
Prior to its annexation to Mount Pros- 
pect earlier this month, it was in unin- 
corporated Wheeling Township.

Voters in the Prospect Heights Park 


District will vote Tuesday to accept or 
reject the proposed $11 million referen- 
dum for park improvements. 


The referendum proposal calls for a 


on Camp McDonald Road and the con- 
struction of an adjacent community cen- 
ter/sports complex. 


Park officials estimate the cost of the 


referendum to property owners in the. 
district will be about $17.89 a year per 
$10,000 assessed valuation for 16 years. 
They add that the yearly cost may be 
higher in the beginning, but will lessen 
as various apartment complexes within 
the district are completed, occupied and 
taxed. 


BALLOTS MAY BE cast between 6 


a.m. and 6 p.m. Tuesday at the Prospect 
Heights Public Library, 12 N. Elm St., 
Prospect Heights. According to park offi- 
cials, there apparently is no registration 
deadline for voters 


The most immediate improvement, 


scheduled for November completion, is a 
major renovation of Lions Park pool on 
Camp McDonad Road at Elm Street. The 
pool improvements are needed to pre- 
vent state health officials from closing 
down the pool entirely after this sum- 
mer's pool season. 


The other major planned improvement 


is the construction of a two-story (in 
part) community center/sports complex 
adjacent to the pool. The estimated cost 
of the building and pool renovation is 
$650,000. 


THE 19,000-SQUARE-FOOT building, 


scheduled to open in the fall of 1975, will 
be constructed of tan reinforced concrete 
and light brown metal siding on some 
sections. At its highest point, it will stand 
23 or 24 feet at the northeast corner 
where the gymnasium will be located. 


The section of the building closest to 


the pool, wmch will be one-story to 
height, will house mostly pool offices and 
locker rooms. There also will be a large 
meeting room, which can be divided into 
two smaller rooms, at the front of the 
building. 


Other facilities will include 'two arts 


and crafts rooms, two handball courts, 
an exercise room, a club room, con- 
cession area and kitchen for the meeting 
rooms. Added to the outside of Lions 
Park will be six tennis courts, two prac- 
tice tennis courts, a playground area and 
a children's wading pool. 


OF THE REMAINDER of the bond is- 


sue, $40,000 will be used to equip the cen- 
ter, $70,000 will be set aside for land ac- 
quisition (both halves of the Hillcrest 
Slough and other properties not identi- 
fied) and $90,000 will be used to retire 
the outstanding pool revenue bonds. 


Park officials have said the pool loses 


money each year and thus, the out- 
standing revenue bonds cannot be paid 
off 


Four tennis courts also planned for the 


park on the Commonwealth Edison Co. 
right-of-way south of the Country Gar- 
dens subdivision. Some $60,000 will be 
used to develop school park sites at Eis- 
enhower and John Muir schools. Another 
$50,000 is planned for baseball fields at 
other park sites and $10,000 for lights at 
the Lions Park baseball field. 


PARK OFFICIALS estimate the total 


taxes per 
10,000 assessed valuation 


over the 16 years of the bond issue would 
be $286.22. This estimate is based on a 
current tax base of $32 million which is 
projected to increase to $76 million by 
1990.

Rail commuters, handicappers to collide in chaos? 


"For the kiss V ride crowd it's going 


to be a real panic," says Arlington 
Heights Police Capt. Jack Aldrich, re- 
ferring to the first day, Monday when die 
evening commuter will meet the thor- 
oughbred handicapper at Gate 1 of Ar- 
lington Park Race Track. 


Chicago and North Western Ry. offi- 


cials say that over 1,000 commuters are 
now using the new railroad station at Ar- 
lington Park. This summer will mark the 
first time their 500 phis cars will have to 
merge with those of the racing fans'in 'a 
squeeze for what can look like the eye of 
a needle — the exit gate onto Wilke 
Road. 


"We're expecting the darn things to Hit 


at the same time. Of course we've got 
two patrolmen at the gate. But beyond 
that, we don't know what the pattern is 
going to be. You see, it's a first," Aldrich 
says. 


POLICE ARE ASKING that commu- 


ters who want to travel south out of the 
train station parking lot use the Rohlw- 
ing Road exit. This will minize conflict- 
ing turning movements at the Wilke 
Road gate. 


Also, drivers who are picking up pas- 


sengers at the station in the evening are 
asked to approach Gate I from the south- 
bound Wilke Road lanes if at all possible. 


"We're fully aware of the situation and 


know we're going to need some super- 
vision," says William A. Tbayer Jr., vice 
president and general manager of Ar-, 
lington Park.

says Thayer, "We don't want people 
short-circuiting us by parking at the sta- 
tion and walking to the track. We want to 
protect our interest in that respect." 


It is not really the cars trying .to get 


out of Gate 1 that have Aldrich worried. 
"The people who are parked will get out, 
, sooner or later," he says. 


But the cars trying to get in to pick up 


waiting commuters, the so-called "kiss 
'n ride crowd" for them Aldrich foresees 
some frustration.
